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Gay Navy 
Officer 
Ordered 
To Get Out

A Naval Review Board has 
ordered the honorable dis¬ 
charge of Petty Officer Keith 
Meinhold, who announced 
on national television he is 
a homosexual. 

The 3-0 ruling came after a 
daylong hearing June 29 in 
which Navy attorneys argued 
that under Department of De¬ 
fense regulations, the mere 
fact Meinhold said he is a 
homosexual was enough to 
order his dismissal. 

The ruling now goes to the 
commander of Moffett Field 
near San Jose, who can either 
overrule it or send it to the 
Pentagon for approval. 

Meinhold’s attorneys said 
they would file a “letter of de¬ 
ficiency” — an appeal — with 
the Defense Department, 
claiming the petty officer 
only said he is homosexual 
and did not violate Navy pol¬ 
icy because he did not con¬ 
fess to sexual activity. 

“They (military rules) do 
not allow the separation of 
Petty Officer Meinhold just 
because of his sexual orienta¬ 
tion as a gay man,” said Lt. 
Matthew Gloss, the Navy at¬ 
torney assigned to defend 
Meinhold. “He merely de¬ 
clared his status. He didn’t 
talk about acts or intentions.” 

Meinhold, a 30-year-old in¬ 
structor at the base, said he 
made his disclosure on ABC 
News in May because he op¬ 
poses the Navy’s policies re¬ 
garding homosexuals. ▼

The parents of an Everett 
Middle School student want 
the Community United 
Against Violence Speakers 
Bureau thrown out of the 
school district following an 
April presentation to a sixth- 
grade class. 

The bureau educates stu¬ 
dents about lesbian and gay 
lifestyles. 

Kathy and Bruce Budnick 
have hired famed attorney 
Melvin Belli to represent 
them in a complaint to San 
Francisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict Superintendent Ramon 
Cortines. 

They say a girl student 
was required to attend a Fam¬ 
ily Life class on April 24 with 
about 60 other students ages 
11 and 12 and wasn’t allowed 
to leave the class when she 
grew upset with the presenta¬ 
tion. 

According to Belli’s letter 
of complaint to Cortines, 
CUAV had been invited to 
give a presentation “regarding 
problems in the city dealing 
with street violence, specifi¬ 
cally hate crimes.” 

Belli said that the speak¬ 
ers, after a five-minute intro¬ 
duction, began to “describe 
their personal sexual lifestyles

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During Roe Protest

As many as 22 people have 
been arrested during San 
Francisco demonstrations 
against the Supreme Court’s 
latest abortion decision. 

When the court ruled in 
Pennsylvania y. Casey June 29 
that parental notification, 24- 
hour waiting periods and 
mandatory counseling were 
constitutional state restric¬ 
tions on a woman’s access to 
an abortion, Bay Area pro- 
choice activists were ready. 

That evening more than 
1,000 protesters converged at 
Powell and Market under a 
steady downpour of rain to 
express their collective out¬ 
rage at the court’s further ero¬ 
sion of Roe v. Wade. 

“Basically, the federal pro¬ 
tection to legal abortions is 
gone. The court stopped just 


short of saying our bodies are 
public property,” Claudette 
Begin, a member of the Coali¬ 
tion to Defend Reproductive 
Rights, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“We are going to ensure 
that women can get abortions. 
We are not going to rely on 
the courts, the Congress or 
the White House. They have 
failed us so far. We are not 
going to be nice anymore. 
That’s what we as women 
have been trained to do, but 
we’re not going to anymore. 
Remember, Roe is dead, 
women are dying across the 
country, and this is war!” a 
speaker at the protest de¬ 
clared. 

Many lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists, though not directly 
and personally affected by the 
decision, were there to

Austrian Company Pushes 
Ahead With Vaccine Trials

An Austrian company, Im- 
muno AG, is commencing 
U.S. trials of its prototype 
AIDS vaccine while doubts 
are mounting about the speed 
at which vaccine research is 
pushing ahead. 

Immuno is just completing 
preliminary safety trials in 
HIV-negative individuals; the 
results will be available later 
this summer. In the mean¬ 
time, the company is embark¬ 
ing on an initial evaluation of 
its vaccine as an immune 
booster in people already in¬ 
fected by the AIDS-triggering 
virus. The vaccine will be 
tested on 55 HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple in Baltimore, St. Louis 
and Nashville. 

Immuno’s vaccine consists 
of synthetic gpl60, the protein 
forming HIV’s outer enve¬ 
lope. The substance is made 
by laboratory cultures of ge¬ 
netically engineered monkey 
cells. Critics are wondering 
whether any such standard¬ 
ized, manufactured vaccine 


(.mi stimulate immunity to tne 
wide variety of HIV strains 
found in nature. 

After HIV infection occurs 
in the body, the immune sys¬ 
tem minimizes, but does not 
completely block, the virus’ 
progress. Why that response 
eventually breaks down has 
been a mystery. HIV continu¬ 
ally mutates, and it may be 
that new varieties emerge 
with envelope proteins resis¬ 
tant to a person’s antibodies. 

Antibodies, which are indi¬ 
vidual molecules targeting vi¬ 
ral proteins, may not be suffi¬ 
cient in any case. Special 
killer cells that hunt down in¬ 
fected cells containing virus 
genes may need to be stimu¬ 
lated too. It has been unclear 
to what extent a purified and 
isolated protein floating in a 
person’s bloodstream can call 
forth production of these 
killer cells. 

The purified envelope pro¬ 
tein also might turn out to be 
toxic when injected repeated¬ 
ly as an immune booster. 
Some of the newer theories 


of how HIV triggers AIDS 
lay the blame for disease 
progression on the ability of 
free HIV envelope protein to 
unnaturally activate helper T- 
cells in the immune system. 
These cells are then killed off 
by the body’s own control 
processes. Several years of 
promising vaccine tests on 
HIV-infected people have not 
revealed any problems, but 
doubters wonder if enough 
time has yet elapsed to detect 
vaccine-triggered immune col- 
lapse. 

Immuno’s innovation, 
which seeks to avoid some of 
these objections, is harnessing 
mammalian cells to synthe¬ 
size its vaccine. The process 
more nearly mimics what 
happens in the body. 

“The cell line produces 
three-dimensional gpl60 that 
is closer to the natural prod¬ 
uct than other vaccines and 
more readily taken up by im¬ 
mune cells,” said Immuno re¬ 
search director Marta Eibl in 
an interview with the Bay

'Outing' Debated at Conference 
Of Lesbian, Gay Journalists

“Outing” — its role in the 
gay and lesbian rights move¬ 
ment as well as its place in 
the press — was hotly debated 
last week when reporters, ed¬ 
itors and publishers met in 
San Francisco for the first na¬ 
tional convention of the Les¬ 
bian and Gay Journalists As¬ 
sociation. 

OutWeek magazine 
founder and Advocate writer 
Michelangelo Signorile de¬ 
fended his stand on outing as 
an important tool for building 
gay and lesbian visibility and 
influence. 

In instances such as his 
posthumous outing of Mal¬ 
colm Forbes, Signorile said, 
he aimed to ensure that histo¬ 
ry was recorded correctly. 

Signorile argued that dis¬ 
cussing a person’s sexual ori¬ 
entation is not a matter of pri¬ 
vacy. A discussion of some¬ 
one’s favorite sexual position 
would be an invasion of pri-

vacy, he said. 

Leading the argument 
against outing was New Re¬ 
public Editor Andrew Sulli¬ 
van, who called the practice 
an invasion of privacy and de¬ 
fended Department of De¬ 
fense spokesman Pete 
Williams’ choice to decline 
discussing his sexuality with 


the press. 

Williams was outed last 
fall in an Advocate article 
written by Signorile. 
Williams has told reporters 
that he will not answer ques¬ 
tions about his personal life. 

Conference attendees were 
split on the issue that sparked 
debate throughout the two 
days of workshops and panel 
discussions at the Golden 
Gateway Holiday Inn on Van 
Ness. 

Highlights of the confer¬ 
ence included a keynote 
speech by Essence Senior Ed¬ 
itor Linda Villarosa, who 
came out on her own in a 
1991 Essence column. 

Villarosa spoke of clashes 
between race and sexuality 
and the obstacles she has en¬ 
countered professionally and 
personally as a lesbian of col- 
or. 

Villarosa called for multi- 
culturalism within the gay 
and lesbian media. 

Marlon Riggs discussed his

Ray Chalker, publisher of 
the San Francisco Sentinel, 
was arrested on a bench war¬ 
rant and booked at the Hall 
of Justice following a June 24 
traffic accident on Howard 
and 11th streets. 

Chalker, 46, owner of the 
Rawhide II bar, was arrested 
on an outstanding bench war¬ 
rant related to a 1991 convic¬ 
tion for driving under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol. 

Although details of the 
June 24 incident are not 
available, Chalker was cited 
for reckless driving and driv¬ 
ing with a suspended license 
in the incident that left the 
driver of the other vehicle 
slightly injured. 

“According to a ruling 
from the city attorney, acci¬ 
dent reports involving injuries 
are not public information 
like police reports,” San 
Francisco Police Department 
Press Officer Sgt. Jerry 
Senkir said. 

Chalker was released from 
custody after he posted $3,500 
bail on the 1991 bench war¬ 
rant stemming from the 
drunken driving conviction 
for which he received 36 
months of probation, a fine of 
$700, a suspended jail sen¬ 
tence and diversion to a first- 
offender program. 

On June 25, after Chalker 
appeared in Department 18 of 
Municipal Court, his proba¬ 
tion, which had been revoked 
when the warrant was issued, 
was reinstated and his bail ex¬ 
onerated and the funds re¬ 
turned after he filed proof 
that he had completed the 
first offender’s program. 

Chalker, who will appear 
in court July 23, could face a 
fine of up to $1,000 for driv¬ 
ing with a suspended license.

Oakland Firm Says 
No to Gay Balloon

An Oakland firm contacted 
to make a balloon that was to 
fly at the site of the new Pub¬ 
lic Library’s Gay and Lesbian 
Center on Gay Freedom Day 
changed its mind at the last 
moment. 

That’s the story from Lee 
Nichols, a Library Founda¬ 
tion spokesman. 

“I contacted Events Spec¬ 
tacular and Bill’s Searchlight 
in Oakland and said that we 
wanted a large helium dirigi¬ 
ble-shaped balloon to fly over 
the site of the New Main by 
the sides of the building where 
the Gay and Lesbian Center 
will be,” Nichols told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The balloon was to say 
“SF Library Gay and Lesbian 
Center.” 

“We called them on the 
11th and they said yes. But, 
we got a call back on the 
22nd and they said they 
wouldn’t do the job. I asked 
why. It was because of the 
words ‘gay and lesbian.’ Bill 
said he would not write those 


words. He didn’t seem to be 
the least bit hesitant about ex¬ 
pressing his position,” Nichols 
said. 

Nichols tried to explain 
that the balloon was for the 
San Francisco Public Library 
but the proprietor didn’t be¬ 
lieve him, didn’t care and 
hung up when Nichols point¬ 
ed out that he was discrimi¬ 
nating. 

Nichols found another 
company, Pie in the Sky, in 
Redwood City that was only 
too happy to make the bal¬ 
loon. 

“They were fantastic and 
we got a far bigger balloon, 
bigger lettering on the bal¬ 
loon and it cost $50 less,” 
Nichols said. 

The white balloon with 
pink fins measured 22 feet in 
length and 12 feet in diameter 
and was a visible reminder to 
parade-goers at Civic Center 
Plaza that the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center, the first ever 
public center and archives for 
gay and lesbian literature, 
film and periodicals will be a 
reality in 1995. T

Homeless 
Fed on 
Pride Day

For the past 15 years San 
Francisco’s National Center 
for Lesbian Rights has been 
the only national lesbian-fo¬ 
cused legal advocacy organi¬ 
zation in the country. 

Deborah Chasnoff, the 
Academy Award-winning les¬ 
bian documentary filmmaker, 
and Cherrie Moraga, Chicana 
lesbian poet, author and play¬ 
wright, were on hand at the 
Herbst Theater June 26 for 
NCLR’s 15th anniversary cel¬ 
ebration. 

Over the years, NCLR has 
been responsible for dozens 
of family, employment and 
civil rights victories for les¬ 
bians in the courts. In addi¬ 
tion to battling in courtrooms, 
the organization educates les¬ 
bians about their rights and 
what they can do to protect 
themselves and their families 
from discrimination. 

By the end of 1992 NCLR 
expects to have helped more 
than 900 people in 45 states, 
as well as lesbians from Aus¬ 
tralia, Canada and Ireland. 

“I think the impact of the 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights has been immeasur¬ 
able because this organization 
has done things to give peo¬ 
ple security and dignity,” said 
Donna Hitchens, lesbian Su¬ 
perior Court judge and 
founder of NCLR. “We’ve 
been a presence for a commu¬ 
nity that has so traditionally 
been swept aside. 

“It’s sometimes hard to re¬ 
member that 15 years ago 
people were scared to death 
to say they were a lesbian,” 
Hitchens said. 

Liz Hendrickson, NCLR’s 
executive director, told the 
anniversary party crowd that 
the agency’s growth has led

to increased expectations in 
lesbian communities. 

“We’ve come to expect not 
just some basic rights, but full 
civil rights,” Hendrickson 
said. “Today, the community 
drives our agenda.” 

“In 1977 we had no lesbian 
judges in the state of Califor¬ 
nia and now we have too 
many to name,” said Roberta 
Achtenberg, who served as 
the agency’s executive 
director from 1982 until her 
election as supervisor in 
1990. 

She spoke of the signifi¬ 
cance of the organization in 
terms of services, visibility 
and the power to create 
change. 

NCLR’s birthday bash 
treats also included a 
screening of Chasnoffs film 
“Choosing Children,” a poetry 
and theater reading by Mora¬ 
ga, and a performance by Al- 
tazor, an acoustic quartet of 
women musicians. 

Chasnoff spoke about com¬ 


ing out on stage at the Acade¬ 
my Awards. 

“Being involved in the les- 
.bian community is in my 
blood. There was just no way 
that I could be onstage at the 
Oscars and not come out,” she 
said. “It’s been strange for me 
to be thrust into this public 
role. But as a member of the 
cultural elite, I have a lot to 
say about family values.” 

As for future projects, 
Chasnoff said she has re¬ 
ceived a grant to design a 
film for elementary school 
children to prevent homopho¬ 
bia and she is considering do¬ 
ing a feature film about a 
long-term lesbian relation¬ 
ship. 

Moraga spoke about her 
work with Brava! for Women 
in the Arts, where she is an 
artist in residence. 

“If not for Brava!, my work 
would be in a file drawer. 
There is no venue for lesbian- 
of-color work, there are no 
options. Most work by les¬ 
bians of color has been com¬ 
pletely ignored by the main¬ 
stream,” Moraga said. 

She also spoke about the 
impact of her latest play, 
“Heroes and Saints,” which is 
about environmental racism, 
and which she said drew au¬ 
diences from the broader Chi- 
cano community, the lesbian, 
gay and bisexual community, 
and finally, toward the end of 
its run this year, was “discov¬ 
ered” by white men. 

“In order to do what I do, 
and write what I write, I am 
politicized, because I have to 
create the space to do it in,” 
Moraga said. “I am challeng¬ 
ing the vision of what is polit¬ 
ical. Some of the simplest 
things are really radical.” ▼ 


As the Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day festivities 
swelled into Civic Center 
Plaza on June 28, they dis¬ 
placed the only free food 
source for homeless people in 
San Francisco on Sunday 
nights. 

Although many lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der homeless people wel¬ 
comed the holiday, most were 
not able to put up four bucks 
for a bite to eat at the nearest 
food stand. 

With a flyer that read 
“WEENIE EATERS WANT¬ 
ED ... Many hot weenies will 
be stuck into buns,” Gay 
Community Services got its 
start on Pride Day by serving 
up free hot dogs, salad, 
dessert and coffee to the 
homeless, filling a gap created 
by the festival. 

The organizers of the roast 
said they expected about 400 
takers on Pride Day, about 75 
percent of whom would be 
lesbian, gay or bisexual. 

“Everybody’s welcome, 
but it’s mostly gays, lesbians 
and bisexuals who come. 
We’re queer, we’re proud, but 
we don’t care (if others 
aren’t),” a weenie roaster said.

Rest Stop Arrestee 
Takes Lesser Charge

A gay physician who was 
arrested in December 1991 at 
the 1-280 Junipero Serra rest 
stop in San Mateo and 
charged with assault on a po¬ 
lice officer, resisting arrest 
and a solicitation sex crime 
pleaded guilty to a lesser 
charge June 9. 

The medic, whose name 
has been withheld at the re¬ 
quest of his attorney, pleaded 
guilty to simple assault and 
will receive 200 hours of 
community service providing 
AIDS medical care, according 
to attorney Blair Griffith. 

Griffth told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the deal was ar¬ 
ranged by the San Mateo 
County District Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice the day the case was to 
go to jury trial. 

In the December incident, 
according to Griffith, the 
physician had a conversation 
with a man who was actually 
an undercover officer who in¬ 
vited him to his van without 
identifying himself as a police 
officer. While walking to the 
van with the officer, the 
medic became suspicious and 
thought that he was being set 


up for a gay bashing or that 
he was being kidnapped. 

“He attempted to turn 
around and walk the other 
way but was grabbed by the 
undercover officer,” Griffth 
said. 

According to Griffith, the 
physician was “beaten badly” 
while attempting to leave the 
scene. 

The San Mateo County 
District Attorney dropped the 
charges after Griffith lined up 
two former clients of the doc¬ 
tor who had been entrapped, 
he said, by the same under¬ 
cover officer; an expert from 
Community United Against 
Violence to talk about gay 
bashing; and a dozen charac¬ 
ter witnesses, including San 
Mateo County Supervisor 
Tom Nolan. 

In a related case, a gay 
teacher charged with lewd 
conduct at the site has had his 
case continued until next 
month. 

The teacher faces the loss 
of his state-issued teaching 
credential and will be forced 
to register as a sex offender if 
convicted on the lewd con¬ 
duct charges, Griffith said. T

Professor to Speak of Murders in Brazil 

A gay man or lesbian is murdered in Brazil every five days, 
according to Luiz Mott, founder of the most active gay orga¬ 
nization in Brazil. Based on press reports, Mott has docu¬ 
mented 1,200 murders of gay people in the past decade 
while only about 10 percent of the killers are apprehended. 
Mott, a professor of anthropology at the Federal University 
of Bahia, is in San Francisco to publicize the plight of les¬ 
bians and gays in his country and to seek financial support 
to compile a report on anti-gay human rights violations in 
Brazil. Mott will appear at La Pena Cultural Center, 3105 
Shattuck, in Berkeley July 2 at 7:30 p.m. and at Modern 
Times Bookstore, 888 Valencia, in San Francisco July 5 at 7 
p.m. On display during his talks will be a memorial to les¬ 
bians and gays who have been murdered in Brazil. Also, a 
party for gay and lesbian human rights in Brazil is sched¬ 
uled for July 3 at 9 p.m. For more information, call 255- 
8680.

Northern California emergency room caregivers concerned 
about contracting AIDS have an equivalent risk of contract¬ 
ing and dying from hepatitis B if they are not immunized 
against the disease, researchers warn. National statistics 
show that up to two thirds of medical personnel have not 
been vaccinated against the disease, according to UC Davis 
Medical Center researchers. The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol estimates that 12,000 health-care workers become in¬ 
fected with hepatitis B each year and that 250 die from the 
disease.

Scouts Strike Back 


C orporations that have cut off funding to the Boy 
Scouts of America because of the group’s anti-gay 
policies are coming under heavy fire by conser¬ 
vatives who are now threatening a boycott of 
their own unless the firms change their policies. Specif¬ 
ically targeted are the Bank of America, Wells Fargo and 
Levi Strauss. Some Scout supporters are threatening to 
pull their deposits from the two banks. 

Once again, we commend these large corporations for 
having the nerve to stand up for what is right. We en¬ 
courage them to resist the threats of intimidation from 
these bigoted, hateful people. 

Levi Strauss says they are receiving an equal number 
of pro and con comments. The banks say they are hear¬ 
ing more from the pro-Scout camp. It is doubtful that any 
of the companies concerned will suffer any extraordinary 
hardship because of their policy or the boycott. But we 
urge all Bay Area Reporter readers to write or call these 
three companies and thank them for cutting off funding 
to the Scouts. 

There is no excuse for the Boy Scouts’ prejudicial pol¬ 
icy. Levis, BofA and Wells Fargo have a sizable gay and 
lesbian clientele. By cutting off funding, they are placing 
themselves in a neutral position, not a pro-gay or pro- 
Scout position. Continued funding of the Scouts would 
be an insult to gay and lesbian customers. 

As long as the Scouts want to maintain their discrim¬ 
inatory polices, let them obtain all their funding from 
groups and companies that endorse discrimination. When 
those firms put their cards on the table, gays and les¬ 
bians, who have much larger disposable incomes than 
heterosexuals, will have a chance to see who’s a friend 
and who’s a foe. We can then base our purchasing deci¬ 
sions accordingly. 


Lasso the Rodeo 


T he Golden State Gay Rodeo Association has orga¬ 
nized a “gay rodeo” for later this month. We think 
this is a bad idea. Rodeos are cruel to animals, 
and any sensitive gay man or lesbian should think 
twice before attending this event. 

As Eric Mills of Action for Animals pointed out in a 
letter to the Bay Area Reporter, “Every major animal 
welfare/rights organization is opposed to all rodeos due 
to their inherent cruelty ... animals suffer from fear, over¬ 
crowding and the stress of constant travel, often without 
the benefit of proper food, water and veterinary care.” 

Animals are often injured in these barbaric spectacles, 
some even are killed, all in the name of entertaining hu¬ 
mans. 

Although Mills commends gay rodeos for using more 
humane guidelines than their mainstream counterparts, 
he is right when he says, “You don’t ‘clean up’ slavery — 
you abolish the entire institution.” 

AIDS organizations, which are in desperate need of 
funding, have been designated as beneficiaries and are to 
receive proceeds from this event. We encourage those 
groups to reconsider accepting those funds. 

Gays and lesbians, who have been oppressed through¬ 
out history perhaps more than any other group of people, 
have a special sensitivity to mistreatment. That sensitiv¬ 
ity should translate into compassion for all animals. We 
should refuse to take part in their oppression.

T he gay and lesbian movement over the 
past years has slowed to a snail’s pace.

We 
will bend no longer. We will take what’s ours. We 
will castrate and demasculate the heterosexist 
society and not try to fit in just to please them. 

What is queer is acceptance of all of us for 
what we are. What is queer is keeping guard in 
our own backyard and making sure we don’t dis¬ 
criminate against or ignore our own. What is 
queer is tossing the idea that our goal is to be as 
straight-acting as possible to gain acceptance and 
therefore continue hiding in a heterosexist com¬ 
munity. What is queer is accepting who we are 
as a community, gaining strength and momen¬ 
tum, and fighting for our rights against this 



bigoted, sexist, homophobic society. What is 
queer is recognizing that sexism is the root of 
homophobia — our fight must be against 
misogyny first, then homophobia will fall fast. 
We took the word queer away from the bigots 
and made it our own, a loving word. Let’s take 
more. Through self-acceptance comes commu¬ 
nity comes unity comes strength comes a 
fabulous people that will not be ignored. 

We can either continue hiding by focusing 
only on Jeff Stryker’s latest flick of dick, or we 
can move into a new, risky, necessary, scary, un¬ 
familiar world of militant protest to take what 
is ours. Stop being comfortable in this confining 
place we’ve grown accustomed to. The longer we 
hide, the more we hurt ourselves.

Rachel, Rachel 

I was disappointed (to say the least) by Stephanie 
Smith’s letter (June 18) attacking Rachel Pepper and, 
in particular, Rachel’s June 4 column, “The View 
From Homo Row” (not “Rachel Does Disneyland,” 
Ms. Smith’s paraphrase of a photo caption in that col¬ 
umn), about Rachel’s attendance at this year’s 
American Booksellers Association (ABA) convention 
and Lambda Literary Awards (“Lammys”) ceremony. 
After reading Ms. Smith’s letter, I went back and re¬ 
read Rachel’s column. What in the world was Ms. 
Smith reading in that column that I missed, and 
missed again? 

Ms. Smith berates Rachel for referring to lesbian 
writer Jewelle Gomez and lesbian publisher Nancy 
Bereano as “Modern Goddesses,” interpreting 
Rachel’s homage as acknowledgment that these 
women are, in Ms. Smith’s words, “... attractive (you 
know, ‘Hot!’)...But I interpreted this paragraph in 
Rachel’s column as conveying nothing more than ad¬ 
miration and respect for Jewelle Gomez and Nancy 
Bereano, especially in the context of the entire essay. 

And that context was clearly gay pride, not cruis¬ 
ing, as Ms. Smith implies (“Since the ‘B’ [in ABA] 
stands for booksellers and not babes, the column was 
ostensibly about books. Not!”). There was nothing in 
Rachel’s column about the physical attributes of 
anyone at ABA or the Lammys. Instead, the essay was 
about the joy of being part of an openly gay and rapid¬ 
ly growing minority delegation at an important na¬ 
tional publishing convention. 

But it was the second half of Ms. Smith’s letter that 
betrayed her underlying reasons for this attack on and 
willful misreading of Rachel’s column: her resentment 
of Rachel’s “ ’zine distribution and clubdom” as re¬ 
counted in that column, so obviously offensive to Ms. 
Smith and what she calls “the non- ’zine scene, yet suf¬ 
ficiently literate dykes among us ... .” 

Well, I guess I would have to characterize myself as 
a “non-’zine scene,... sufficiently literate dyke,” and 
I can tell you that Ms. Smith does not speak for me. 
In fact, as an over-40, stay-at-home-and-watch-TV-with- 
my-girlfriend, bookworm dyke, I read Rachel’s col¬ 
umn precisely because it introduces me to a new 
world. I enjoy sharing vicariously the vitality of the 
under-30 dyke crowd. And just because I choose not 
to go dancing at Girl Spot, Rachel Pepper does not 
need my permission to write about it when she does. 

An opinion column such as Rachel’s “Outer Limit” 
is just that: an essay of personal views. It can’t be all 
things to all people. If you don’t enjoy reading about 
“ ’zines and clubs” (which, by the way, do not con¬ 
stitute the whole of Rachel’s work), don’t read “The 
Outer Limit.” The B.A.R. is not accompanied by a 
strong-arm dyke forcing its readers to digest every last 
word in the paper. Read Noreen G Barnes’ insightful 
book reviews if you crave “sufficiently literate” 
reading matter. That’s what makes the B.A.R. truly 
a community newspaper something for everyone. But 
personal attacks upon another simply because you 
don’t share or approve of that person’s lifestyle or “at¬ 
titude” and attempted censorship of unpopular views 
(“Thanks Rachel,... [y]ou can go now”) are the bases 
of many “isms” and phobias, and demean the attacker, 
not the attacked.

Victim's Assistance 

I’m extremely upset at some bureaucratic bullshit 
I’m having to deal with in connection to a crime of 
violence committed against me near my home last 
November. I was mugged by a man who followed me 
from the Safeway parking lot at Church and Market 
streets. After the police came, I was given the number 
of the Victims Assistance Program, which is a pro¬ 
gram that is allegedly set up to assist victims of violent 
crimes. After dealing with them for a very long time 
now and having just been given the news that it will 
be an additional six months before any answer can be 
given to the assistance I asked for (which is the replace¬ 
ment of the expensive tri-focal eye glasses that were 
destroyed when my face was smashed into the 
ground), I am disgusted with the unbelievably slow, 
inept system that is supposed to be helping victims 
but is, when all is said and done, really just compound¬ 
ing the original assault. 

What is most aggravating is that I followed the direc¬ 
tions of the Victims Assistance Program to the letter, 
but they lost the bills my doctor sent in. I contacted 
the program and they assured me that if I resubmit¬ 
ted the bills, the process would not take long — that 
they were sending me a special orange form that 
would expedite my help since it was now approved 
that I should get this help. That was a month ago and 
today I was told it will take another six months before 
I receive word if they will assist me or not. I feel like 
the Victims Assistance Program should be renamed 
the “Criminals Assistance Program” since they are 
carrying on the attack against me that started last 
November. 

Let’s face it people — the true purpose of this pro¬ 
gram is to pay salaries of the employees of that agen¬ 
cy and its fat-cat directors who have probably been 
appointed to their plush jobs as political favors, 
because it is clear to me that they are just a bunch of 
paper pushers who offer only lip service but no true 
aid to the victims of crime.

Rap Music Not the Problem 

It amazed me how quick the Bay Area Reporter was 
to put out an editorial dissing rap music, considering 
how little has been written about the music in your 
paper. It is also interesting you chose to write of three 
straight people of color when your paper has all along 
chosen to write so little about lesbians and gay men 
of color in our community. 

I am a Chicano queer who listens to rap because it 
speaks to me more than any showtunes or disco ever 
could ... and yes, Mary, I know there is some homo¬ 
phobia in some rap — just as there is some homopho¬ 
bia in all genres of music, including Top 40 and 
country-western. There are Dixie flag-waving country- 
western gay bars all over America — where are the 
editorials condemning them? 

Ice T’s “Cop Killer” does not “glamorize the notion 
of killing police officers” as much as the song responds 
to the actions after the continual police brutality in 
one’s own community. Ask any lesbian or gay man of 
color how safe they feel around the police or if the 
justice system works for them. I was arrested in the 
May 1 police sweep, racially baited at Santa Rita Jail 
and thrown into a cell with a sign in front that read 
“HOMOS”; and later, while almost everyone else I 
knew was informed by mail that their charges were 
being dropped, I was told I still had to appear in court 
in order to get my charges dropped. When I got to 
court, I saw the only other people also having to ap¬ 
pear were other blacks and Latina/os. Coincidence? 
While African Americans made up only 10 percent of 
the “looting” suspects, they make up almost 80 per¬ 
cent of the cases being persecuted in San Francisco. 
Coincidence? While white cops (as well as the NRA) 
all over are boycotting Ice T, the 35,000 members of 
the National Black Police Assn, (the only police group 
that denounced the Rodney King verdict) are choos¬ 
ing not to participate, choosing instead to focus on 
other more important issues ... a lesson Bill Clinton 
should learn. 

Why does your editorial commend Clinton for 
patronizing all-white male establishments and then 
going into a community forum and telling people of 
color who they should and shouldn t listen to? And 
who is Clinton to call Sister Souljah a racist, while he 
proudly accepts a statement from ex-Klu Klux Klan 
member Robert Byrd congratulating him for taking 
a stand against the 25-year-old rapper? And who is 
Clinton, with his record, to criticize anyone? You 
editorialize about rap music advocating hate and 
violence, yet so many of Clinton’s Republican and 
Democratic colleagues have been doing just that for 
far longer and with much more success than rap music 
ever could. Wouldn’t it have been nice if Clinton call¬ 
ed out Jesse Helms or William Dannemeyer with the 
same amount of energy he used with Sister Souljah? 

Just as it took Clinton a long time to realize one 
should not golf at all-white clubs, it will undoubted¬ 
ly take Clinton a long time to realize his misinform¬ 
ed mistake in attacking Souljah. She was someone 
whose quotes were taken out of context in this case 
(who amongst us hasn’t been misinterpreted or mis¬ 
quoted by a newspaper?) and Clinton’s advisors work¬ 
ed it. After the attack, Souljah held a press conference 
and told it like it was, addressing Clinton as the fool 
he should be seen as. Hopefully, Clinton learned two 
lessons from this: One lesson is to stick to the real 
issues and the other lesson is to not personally attack 
any more women of color, because when you do you 
are fighting with fire and you will get burned!

Oppose CMA Proposal 

This coming November, voters will choose whether 
to approve or disapprove of the “Affordable Basic 
Care” proposition by the California Medical Associa¬ 
tion (CMA). The CMA plan would require employers 
to provide a minimal health insurance plan to 
employees. 

We believe health care should be universally 
available, accessible and affordable. The CMA pro¬ 
posal fails miserably on all three points: 

1. The CMA plan fails to make health care univer¬ 
sally available. The CMA plan only recognizes 
Western, FDA-approved therapies and treatment. It 
limits availability by not covering alternative and ex¬ 
perimental treatments. With only one AIDS drug ac¬ 
tually approved by the FDA, the majority of therapies 
currently in use would remain unavailable to people 
living with HIV and AIDS. 

2. The CMA plan does not make health care univer¬ 
sally accessible. Under the CMA plan, access is tied 
to employment status. This plan is useless to people 
who are unemployed because they cannot find work, 
are undocumented, or are too ill to work due to 
catastrophic illness such as cancer or AIDS. We 
believe everyone is entitled to the same high-quality 
medical care regardless of whether they are employed, 
unlike the substandard “care” available through 


government programs such as MediCal. 

3. The CMA plan fails abysmally to make health 
care affordable. The CMA plan would make health 
care “affordable” by limiting the number of doctor 
visits to 20 per year and the number of days in the 
hospital to 45 by requiring co-payments of up to 20 per¬ 
cent for each procedure, and by enforcing a lifetime 
cap of $500,000. Vision care and drug and alcohol 
rehabilitation are not covered at all. We don’t need a 
system that denies health care to sick people so that 
it can be “affordable.” 

We believe that health-care delivery should be for 
people, not profit. The consumers (patients) should be 
part of the decision-making process, not just the doc¬ 
tors and the medical industry. The CMA proposal was 
written for doctors by doctors. If the CMA plan is 
enacted, the medical establishment would continue 
to use the health-care delivery system to reap huge 
profits rather than to serve people. It would provide 
health care for the healthy and little care for the sick. 
We strongly urge voters to oppose the CMA proposal 
this fall.

Diversity With a Difference: 
Focus on Aging Community

Diversity with a Differ¬ 
ence, the American Society 
on Aging’s conference on old¬ 
er gays and lesbians, drew 
more than 250 professionals 
to the Hotel Nikko June 22. 

Participants from across 
the country represented care¬ 
giving, service, advocacy, aca¬ 
demic and political groups. 

“This conference was de¬ 
signed to explore all relevant 
concerns of the quality of gay 
life for seniors, from educating 
aging gays and to meeting 
their needs,” said Mina Mey¬ 
er, founding member of the 
National Association of Les¬ 
bian and Gay Gerontologists. 

Psychologist Shevy Healy 
asserted that older gay men 
and lesbians “must not simply 
survive, but grow, be proud 
to call themselves old, break 
restricting silence daily and 
continuously replace paternal¬ 
istic means with collaborative 
ones.” 

Los Angeles activist Mor¬ 
ris Kight presented a post- 
Stonewall history. 

“Tell the young how we 
survived and always remem¬ 
ber that ‘old’ is the best word 
of all,” Kight said. 

Workshop topics ranged 
from life options for older 
gays to legal considerations to 
housing needs and lifestyle 


choices. 

Jungian psychotherapist 
Robert Hopcke, coordinator 
of Operation Concern, said 
that life stages are different 
for gay and straight people. 

The closing session, “Advo¬ 
cating Change: Bringing Gay 
and Lesbian Aging Issues into 
the Mainstream,” featured 
Kate Dyer, a legislative assis¬ 
tant to Massachusetts Con¬ 
gressman Gerry Studds. 

Studds had intended to ap¬ 
pear but was held in Wash¬ 
ington because a bill he was 
shepherding was about to ap¬ 
pear on the floor of the 
House. Studds had been invit¬ 
ed as a key member of the 
House Committee on Aging. 

Dyer recounted the right- 
wing strategy of tagging anti¬ 
gay amendments to other 
bills, a tactic she has observed 
with the annual District of 
Columbia budget bill. It is 
currently being applied again, 
this time to kill domestic part¬ 
ners legal changes in the na¬ 
tion’s capital. 

Dyer called for attention 
to “legislators in between,” 
those with no pre-set posi¬ 
tions on upcoming legislation 
for gays. When constituents 
appeal in sufficient numbers 
for passage, these legislators 
can be won over, she said. 

Dyer also cited the enor¬ 
mous power that organiza¬ 


tions for the elderly have 
with Congress. 

“Old Americans are 
heard,” she said. “Pour your 
energies into being heard.” 

The conference concluded 
with participants unani¬ 
mously passing three resolu¬ 
tions. The first resolution 
urged all gays to work against 
the right-wing referendum in 
Oregon that would prohibit 
legislation protecting lesbians 
and gays from discrimination. 

The second urged a modi¬ 
fication in the personnel and 
agenda for this year’s “Creat¬ 
ing Change,” the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
conference. For the fall L A 
meeting, it was urged that 
two older keynote speakers, 
one gay and one lesbian, be 
added to the roster. The reso¬ 
lution also calls for the addi¬ 
tion of an aging workshop. 

Finally, all present were 
prompted to organize a con¬ 
tingent of older gays and les¬ 
bians in the March on Wash¬ 
ington in April 1993. 

Winding up his summary 
of the day’s activities, George 
Telisman, executive director 
of the Riverside County Of¬ 
fice on Aging, told all present 
to “be 500-pound canaries sit¬ 
ting in whatever group and 
singing, singing, singing for 
our visibility and action.” ▼ 


Democrats Set Platform

The 1992 Democratic Plat¬ 
form, the policy document 
containing the agenda of the 
Democratic Party for the next 
four years, was ratified by the 
Democratic Platform Com¬ 
mittee on June 27. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg, one of 
15 members of the platform 
drafting committee, called 
the draft platform a success. 

“The Democratic Platform 
is the party’s cornerstone pol¬ 
icy document for the next 
four years, and an essential 
component of the plan to be 
pursued by a Bill Clinton ad¬ 
ministration,” Achtenberg 
said. “I feel that our drafting 
committee did an outstanding 
job of focusing on concrete, 
proven solutions to the prob¬ 


lems facing Americans to¬ 
day.” 

The 20-page document re¬ 
flects the moderate-centrist 
political position of Clinton 
and the current Democratic 
party leadership, a clear shift 
from past progressive plat¬ 
form agendas of the party. 

“It includes strong pas¬ 
sages about the issues that af¬ 
fect our community. That’s an 
effort of lesbians and gays 
around the country ” said Ca¬ 
role Migden, a member of the 
Platform Committee. 

Other gay and lesbian 
members of the Platform 
Committee include Keith St. 
John, an elected official from 
New York state, and Ron 
Squires of Vermont. 

“The draft presentation 
was pretty good and we were 
able to make some refine¬ 


ments,” Migden said. 

The document calls for the 
implementation of the Ryan 
White CARE Act and the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Nation¬ 
al Commission on AIDS, such 
as treatment on demand for 
IV drugs users, expansion of 
clinical trials for AIDS drug 
treatments and vaccines, and a 
reformation of the FDA drug 
approval process. 

The platform agenda also 
includes specific language 
condemning anti-gay and -les¬ 
bian violence, homophobia, 
job discrimination and other 
forms of anti-gay discrimina¬ 
tion. 

The document also pledges 
Democratic Party leadership 
in eliminating discrimination 
against lesbians and gays in 
the military. ▼

Bush's Failed AIDS Policy 


W hen the frustrated 
National Commis¬ 
sion on AIDS 
charged publicly 
last week that the Bush admin¬ 
istration has no intention of do¬ 
ing anything new to fight the 
AIDS epidemic, the group, ap¬ 
pointed by the administration 
itself, only reaffirmed what 
medical professionals and 
AIDS activists across the coun¬ 
try have been saying for the 
past four years. Members of 
the commission claimed that 
the efforts of the Bush White 
House to date “fall tragically 
short of what is needed.” 

Though many on the com¬ 
mission, which includes, in¬ 
cidentally, famed basketball 
superstar Magic Johnson, have 
been disappointed with the 
“lack of real interest” dis¬ 
played by the Bush administra¬ 
tion for some time, the mem¬ 
bers actually decided to go 
public with their frustration 
after they held a “fruitless” 
meeting a couple of weeks ago 
with Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Louis Sullivan. 

While Sullivan objected to 
the commission’s complaints, 
claiming that “AIDS continues 
to be one of the highest health 
priorities,” commission Vice 
Chair David Rogers, placed on 
the bipartisan panel by Bush 
himself, attacked the govern¬ 
ment’s attitude on the epidem¬ 
ic and said the most urgent 
need from the White House is 
for leadership. 

“We need very forceful lea¬ 
dership and we need clear ar¬ 
ticulation that we have a real 
crisis. We’re getting neither,” 
Rogers said. 

Another appointee, Dr. June 
Osborne, also appointed by the 
White House, said, “They 
seem to be saying, ‘Don’t 
worry about it, we’re taking 
care of it.’ We on the commis¬ 
sion simply don’t agree.” 

The disputable meeting 
with Sullivan came eight 
months after the panel submit¬ 
ted a 165-page report on AIDS 
action. The plan asked for a 
formal administration report 
by May 15. 

In the 10-page response, 
Health and Human Services, 
apparently with the approval 
of the White House, said that 
the administration felt it un¬ 
necessary to make some of the 
proposed changes recom¬ 
mended by the commission. 

For example, HHS claims 
that “adequate HIV prevention 
plans exist.” And while the 
Health Department did adopt 
some measures, such as mak¬ 
ing promising drugs available 
faster, they clearly objected to 
other panel recommendations, 
such as providing clean nee¬ 
dles to drug addicts. Despite 
the obvious disappointment 
with the Bush administration, 
the National Commission on 
AIDS will continue to meet 
and issue periodic reports on 
the growing epidemic. 

“If and when the will 
develops (within this adminis¬ 
tration) to respond, we’ll have 
a blueprint ready,” Osborn 
said. 

She also noted that Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidate 
Bill Clinton, who has promised 
an “all-out war on this disease 
AIDS,” has assured the com¬ 
mission that if he becomes 
president, its 1991 report 
“would be his blueprint for ac¬ 
tion.” 

Bush and his wife, Barbara,

appearing on a national AIDS 
interview with Barbara Wal¬ 
ters last week, were asked why 
the administration “was not 
doing more to fight this terri¬ 
ble disease.” Before the presi¬ 
dent could answer, the first 
lady, in a very defensive mood, 
snapped that “we have already 
spent $4 Vi billion on this thing.” 
The president immediately 
went into his usual rap about 
“there’s only so much to go 
around and compared to other 
diseases, etc.” 

When asked, both Bush and 
his wife, both of whom speak 
only of “AIDS babies” when 
discussing the disease, said 
they personally knew people 
who have died of the disease. 

Clearly, the National Com¬ 
mission on AIDS is sending us 
a message with their open 
criticism — the only way to get 
real leadership on this hideous 
epidemic is to get rid of the 
conservative, pro-family, anti¬ 
gay Bush. Sullivan might 
claim that the AIDS epidemic 
is a “priority,” but the only 
priority at the White House is 
getting Bush re-elected. 

He certainly isn’t perfect, 
but Clinton is the only hope we 
have when it comes to the 
federal government making an 
all-out effort to find a preven¬ 
tion — and yes, hopefully even 
a cure to the AIDS crisis. 

Every gay man and lesbian 
in this country, Democrat and 
Republican alike, should make 
it their “priority” to retire 
Bush and Dan Quayle on Elec¬ 
tion Day.

Sunday’s Gay/Lesbian Pride 
Parade was one of the best 
ever, thanks to the hard work 
of many of those involved. 
Special thanks and a well-done 
to longtime activist Gilbert 
Baker, the float/march co-chair 
who kept everything running 
smooth. There were no long 
waits or delays this year. 

The contingent of gay and 
lesbian cops, in full uniform, 
marching with Acting Chief 
Tom Murphy, probably re¬ 
ceived the loudest applause of 
any entry in the four-hour 
parade. 

Mayor Frank Jordan’s recep¬ 
tion was mixed with applause 
and boos. Former Mayor Ag- 
nos marched with the Names 
Project and received a very 
good response. DA Arlo Smith 
and Sheriff Mike Hennessey 
are always popular with the 
crowd. Supervisor Carole 
Midgen, riding with Willie 
Brown, also was received very 


well by the 400,000-plus 
onlookers. 

Most noticeably absent: 
Supervisor Harry Britt — if 
anyone ever had the slightest 
doubt he isn’t running for re- 
election, his absence is a sure 
sign. Other supervisorial no- 
shows: Jim Gonzales, Tom 
Hsieh, Bill Maher and Angela 
Alioto. Supe candidate Cleve 
Jones, judging by the recep¬ 
tion, could be elected mayor 
with that crowd. 

A good parade, but don’t ex¬ 
pect to see NAMBLA back 
next year; the crowd hated 
them and let them know it. 

A 50-state survey by the 
Field Institute completed only 
last week shows Ross Perot 
leading in 21 states represen¬ 
ting 233 electoral votes, Bush 
leading in 13 states represen¬ 
ting 149 votes and Clinton only 
in his home state of Arkansas 
and the District of Columbia 
with 9 votes. This will un¬ 
doubtedly change somewhat 
during the long campaign, but 
don’t be at all surprised if no 
one gets the required 270 elec¬ 
toral votes and this one heads 
for the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. In that event each of the 
50 states would get one vote, 
with each state’s vote most like¬ 
ly depending on the political 
makeup of its congressional 
delegation. 

He didn’t do very well in the 
“big game,” but Jerry Brown 
reports that after paying the 
bills, etc., his campaign still has 
about $1 million left from his 
$100-a-donor fundraising ef¬ 
forts. He is rumored to be put¬ 
ting on a hell of a party at the 
New York Convention this 
month. 

It had to happen: in Puerto 
Rico, gubernatorial candidate 
Pedro Rosello is demanding 
that his opponent, Sen. Vic¬ 
toria Munoz, submit to an HIV 
test and make the results pub¬ 
lic. 

And how about the presi¬ 
dent of a local gay Democratic 
club who was “outraged” that 
gay/lesbian backers of Ross 
Perot wanted to march in Sun¬ 
day’s Gay Pride Parade (she 
was, of course, strangely silent 
about the entry of the parade’s 
most unpopular entrant, 
NAMBLA). 

It should come as no sur¬ 
prise that the National Organ¬ 
ization for Women announced 
this week that it will oppose 
the re-election of the Bush- 
Quayle ticket. NOW will push 
hard for U.S. Senate can¬ 
didates Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer in California, 
Carol Moseley Braun in Il¬ 
linois, Lynn Yeakel in Penn¬ 
sylvania and a host of women 
House candidates. The Senate 
now has only two women 
members; the House, 28. 

No one was surprised at 
Quentin Kopp’s announce¬ 
ment last week that he would 
not run for the U.S. Senate as 
the “Perot of California” — an 
“Independent.” When it comes 
to running for statewide office, 
Quentin has “cried wolf’ so 
many times nobody was buy¬ 
ing this one. 

Thanks to Tom Ammiano 
who held a fundraiser called 
“All American Comics” at the 
American Music Hall and 
raised almost $2,000 for the

At a face-to-face, private 
meeting April 22 between 
Williams, several members of 
the Gay and Lesbian Police 
Advisory Task Force and 
David Smith, director of pub¬ 
lic information for the Gay 
and Lesbian Community Ser¬ 
vices Center, Smith asked 
Williams point-blank: “Would 
I be correct in saying that you 
will no longer tolerate bias 
based on sexual orientation in 
theory and practice?” 
Williams replied, “Yes, that is 
correct.” 

“This man is 100 percent 
different from Daryl Gates,” 
Smith said. “(Williams) comes 
from a point of view of an 
African American who has 
experienced oppression first¬ 
hand. This is the first time 
that has happened. Universal 
change is on the horizon. (But) 
he has a very long ‘to do’ list. 
We all need to watch very 
carefully how he handles the 
department’s priorities and

LOS ANGELES - Several 
standing ovations punctuated 
the June 29 ceremonial swear¬ 
ing in of new Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Chief Willie Williams. 
Controversial outgoing Chief 
Daryl Gates was not present 
for the occasion, having re¬ 
tired over the gay/lesbian pride 
weekend. 

Williams is the 50th police 
chief and the first African- 
American chief for Los Ange¬ 
les. 

“The sun knew it was time 
to shine this morning,” 
Williams said at the ceremo¬ 
ny, perhaps alluding to more 
than the sun breaking 
through the cloud cover at the 
Los Angeles Police Academy. 

Williams went on to ad¬ 
dress the cultural and ethnic 
diversity of the city and said 
he will ensure the LAPD re¬ 
flects that diversity through 
recruitment, hiring and pro¬ 
motion. 

When he was introduced 
to the media several months 
ago, Williams was specifically 
asked about recruiting les¬ 
bians and gays. While he indi-

cated that state privacy laws 
prohibit asking about an ap¬ 
plicant’s sexual orientation, 
Williams did say he wanted 
the department to reflect all 
members of the community it 
served, regardless of sexual 
orientation. 

Several members of Pride 
Behind the Badge, an organi¬ 
zation of lesbian and gay law 
enforcement officers, were 
pleased with Williams’ reac¬ 
tion, which indicated to them 


Rights Fund Dinner Nets $60,000

LOS ANGELES - The 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, a national lesbian and 
gay political organization, 
raised about $60,000 in its 
first formal fundraising din¬ 
ner in Los Angeles. 

The money will help sup¬ 
port the political campaigns 
of HRCF-endorsed candidates 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton 
and Senate hopefuls Barbara 
Boxer and Dianne Feinstein, 
among others. 

“Together we are turning 
our anger into action, and our 
pride into power,” HRCF Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Tim 
McFeely told the crowd of 
550 on June 26. “We simply 
cannot afford four more years 
of denial, discrimination and 
death.” 

Actress Whoopi Goldberg 
was honored with HRCF’s 
Community Service Award, 
but she was on location film¬ 
ing and her award, presented 
by Feinstein, was accepted by 
Oscar-winning actress Kathy 
Bates (“Misery” “Fried Green 
Tomatoes”). 

Bates was startled by in¬ 


terruptions from a front-row 
heckler apparently upset that 
Goldberg was not present. 

Attorney David Wexler, 
board chair of AIDS Project 
Los Angeles, received the 
HRCF Peter Scott Humani¬ 
tarian Award. 

Wexler delivered an elo¬ 
quent speech that noted the 
endurance and progress of 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty since the advent of the 
AIDS crisis and persistent at¬ 
tacks from the right wing. 

The lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity, Wexler said, “rises to 
meet the challenge.” 

For instance, three years 
ago APLA couldn’t make its 
payroll but for the fiscal year 
ending in June, APLA report¬ 
ed an operating budget of $13 
million. APLA is the second- 
largest AIDS service organi¬ 
zation in the country. 

Unfortunately, by the time 
spirited Rep. Maxine Waters 
introduced keynote speaker 
and “firebrand” Barbara Box¬ 
er, much of the crowd had 
left the Regent Beverly 
Wilshire Hotel ballroom. Fill- 
in guest singer Melissa 
Ethridge, who is on a sell-out 


national tour, played to only 
four tables of friends and 
fans. 

Though HRCF has firmly 
backed Clinton for president, 
there were some supporters 
for undeclared candidate Ross 
Perot on hand, including Ad¬ 
vocate Publisher Niles Mer¬ 
ton. 

In an interview Feinstein, 
who is an uncommitted dele¬ 
gate to the Democratic Con¬ 
vention, describes Perot as 
“very much a newcomer to 
the American process” but 
she is giving him the “benefit 
of the doubt.” 

However Feinstein said 
she was “surprised” to hear 
that Perot, who says he is 
pro-choice, would not commit 
to signing legislation that 
would codify Roe v. Wade. 

“I don’t know how you can 
be pro-choice and not be for 
the Choice Act,” Feinstein 
said. “You can’t have one 
without the other.” 

Mort Meyerson, a top Per¬ 
ot aide, said Perot would not 
commit to signing the legisla¬ 
tion in a June 18 meeting with 
lesbians, feminists and Mer¬ 
ton. ▼

ber what is happening in our 
community.” 

A political rally at the end 
of the parade failed to draw 
many people, though speak¬ 
ers tried. 

“If you’re in bed with 
someone of the same sex, 
you’re political,” LIFE Lob¬ 
by’s John Duran yelled into 
the microphone.

about the suicide rate of gay 
and lesbian teen-agers. 
Enough of this bullshit.” 

Along the route spectators 
called out remarks such as 
“Richard, you’re magic.” 

“There is more courage on 
the streets here today than 
you’ll find anywhere else in 
the country,” Montgomery 
said later. 

The actress has been a 
longtime supporter of lesbian 
and gay rights. When the pa¬ 
rade passed by 22 Christian 
fundamentalists cordoned off 
along the route, Montgomery 
waved and blew exaggerated 
kisses at them as they yelled 
insults. 

“They’re not worth getting 
annoyed at,” Montgomery 
said. 

Two groups that could not 
pass by without responding 
were Queer Nation and ACT 
UP/Los Angeles. Members of 
both contingents stopped 
briefly to engage in raucous, 
angry shouting matches with 
the fundamentalists who 
called the gays murderers and 
blamed them for the AIDS 
crisis. 

While the atmosphere was 


hot, festive and sometimes 
rowdy, the spirit of the day 
was also charged with an out¬ 
pouring of love for people 
with HIV/AIDS. PWAs and 
AIDS organizations marched 
at the beginning of the parade 
after the honor guard motor¬ 
cycle contingent and the grand 
marshals. 

The other big rounds of 
applause went to gay parents 
and the Parents and Friends 
of Lesbians and Gays (P- 
FLAG) groups. 

But perhaps the most ef¬ 
fective and moving contingent 
was ACT UP/LA marching 
silently, mournfully behind a 
slowly banging drum and a 
large banner commemorating 
ACT UP/LA founding mem¬ 
ber Mark Kostopoulos who 
died recently. 

The crowd hushed as the 
procession passed, some cry¬ 
ing at the sight of all the signs 
bearing pictures of Kosto¬ 
poulos being arrested during 
an AIDS action. 

“It’s very effective and 
powerful,” said spectator Ken 
McFarlane.

LOS ANGELES - Despite 
the strongest earthquake Cal¬ 
ifornia has felt in 40 years — a 
magnitude of 7.4 followed by 
another 6.5 temblor with 
scores of aftershocks — hap¬ 
pening in Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s desert backyard, the 
22nd annual Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Pride Celebra¬ 
tion went off on time with 
more participants than ever 
before. 

West Hollywood sheriffs 
deputies estimated that about 
200,000 people (Pride organiz¬ 
ers guessed 400,000) turned 
out for the parade that fea¬ 
tured 263 groups and more 
than 5,000 participants. 

Everywhere there were 
signs or the spirit of “Pride 
Equals Power,” the theme of 
this year’s event. The other 
major theme seemed to be en¬ 


couraging people to vote. 

Actors Dick Sargent and 
Elizabeth Montgomery, 
known to television audiences 
as Darrin and Samantha 
Stevens on “Bewitched,” were 
the parade grand marshals. 

Sargent “came out” last 
October along with his friend 
and fellow actor Shelia James 
Kuehl with whom he shared 
anchoring duties during the 
3 1 /2-hour live cablecast of the 
parade. 

“There has just been an ex¬ 
plosion of love,” Sargent said 
about the ongoing reaction to 
his “coming out.” “It’s a lovely 
feeling.” 

Sargent said he “came out” 
because “it was time.” 

“When I was young and 
gay there were no role mod¬ 
els,” Sargent said during a 
brief halt along the parade 
route. “It’s terribly important 
— especially when you think

whether or not he keeps his 
promise to rid the LAPD of 
bias, including bias based on 
sexual orientation.” 

One of Williams’ first pri¬ 
orities is to get officers within 
the department talking to 
each other in an “atmosphere 
of frank and open discussion,” 
he said. 

The events of the last 18 
months — the Rodney King 
beating, the subsequent 
Christopher Commission Re¬ 
port, followed by the trial of 
the officers accused of exces¬ 
sively beating King and the 
civil unrest caused by the of¬ 
ficers’ acquittal — has “torn off 
the velvet theater curtain and 
exposed all our imperfec¬ 
tions,” Williams said. 

He promised to initiate a 
“stabilizing and healing pro¬ 
cess” that first requires that 
(everyone) stop attacking each 
other. He stressed that “from 
this point on,” officers with 
dissenting or diverse points of 
view will not be “banished” 
or have their careers stymied. 

Williams also said that 
racism, sexism and sexual ha¬ 
rassment would not be toler¬ 
ated. 

“We must talk about these 
issues and not just walk 
away,” he said. 


He said he plans to launch 
a comprehensive evaluation 
of the LAPD’s training pro¬ 
grams and extend those pro¬ 
grams beyond recruits to in- 
service and field personnel as 
well. 

The biggest problem 
Williams faces is the possibif 
ity of new, deeper budget 
cuts that Mayor Tom Bradley 
indicated might be forthcom¬ 
ing if the city loses money 
from the state. Right now the 
LAPD is down to 7,900 offi¬ 
cers, the smallest officer-to-cit- 
izen ratio in any city in the 
country. 

But Williams promised to 
fight the cuts, and push to im¬ 
plement his community-based 
policing program that would 
require more officers on the 
street. 

In a brief glimpse of the 
fight to come, Police Commis¬ 
sion President Stanley Shein- 
baum backed Williams and 
took on the mayor. 

As an economist, Shein- 
baum said he knows “the 
money is there. It just takes 
the intelligence and wisdom 
of government to get it.” T

Thousands Attend 
New York Parade

Marchers in New York,

“Pride Equals Power” was 
the theme for some parades, 


echoing the ACT UP slogan 
“Silence Equals Death.” The 
designated grand marshal of 
the New York parade was 
Tom Duane, a newly elected 
city councilman for Manhat¬ 
tan’s Chelsea and Village dis¬ 
trict who had campaigned as 
a gay with HIV. 

Police spokeswoman Sgt. 
Mary Wrensen said early esti¬ 
mates indicated between 
40,000 and 60,000 people par¬ 
ticipated in the New York 
march. 

More than 200 groups 
ranging from the Gay 
Bankers to the Radical 
Faeries to a Shriners march¬ 
ing band signed up for the 
Fifth Avenue march along a 
lavender line painted down 
the center of the parade 
route. 

The marchers included 
drag queens and disco floats 
led by the “Dykes on Bikes” 
brigade of motorcyclists in 
leather regalia. 

The marches Sunday were 
among some 45 parades tak¬ 
ing place nationwide this 
month to commemorate a po¬ 
lice raid on the Stonewall Inn, 
a now-defunct New York

Activists 

Target 

Bradley

WASHINGTON - Two 
gay and lesbian activists re¬ 
cently disrupted three con¬ 
stituent meetings staged by 
Sen. Bill Bradley in the sena¬ 
tor’s home state, angered that 
the liberal lawmaker has re¬ 
fused to co-sponsor the feder¬ 
al gay civil rights bill. 

The activists, Michael Pe- 
trelis and Kim Edwards, con¬ 
fronted Bradley at personal 
appearances in three New Jer¬ 
sey cities, ending with a loud 
demonstration of their anger 
at a rally in Jersey City. 

The pair chose Bradley as 
a target because he has been 
seen as a potential vice presi¬ 
dential running mate on the 
Democratic ticket and is ex¬ 
pected to deliver a keynote 
speech at the party’s upcom¬ 
ing convention in New York 
City. 

Bradley, who has had a 
nearly perfect voting record 
on gay and lesbian rights, has 
never agreed to co-sponsor 
the federal gay and lesbian 
rights bill. The demonstrators 
said that his failure to do so 
was especially galling in light 
of the fact that the state has 
recently enacted a statewide 
gay and lesbian anti-discrim¬ 
ination law and New Jersey’s 
other senator, Democrat 
Frank Lautenberg, is already 
an official backer of the mea¬ 
sure. ▼

100,000 Turn Out 
For Chicago Parade

CHICAGO — Dignitaries 
and politicians joined more 
than 100,000 people on Chica¬ 
go’s North Side for the city’s 
23rd annual Gay and Lesbian 
Pride Parade. 

The colorful parade, which 
ended with a massive Lincoln 
Park rally, is one of 45 pa¬ 
rades being held nationwide 
this month to commemorate a 
23-year-old police raid on the 
Stonewall Inn, a New York 
City gay bar. 

Gay and lesbian patrons 
fought back when police 
moved in June 27, 1969, fuel¬ 
ing a night of rioting that 
gave birth to the modern gay 
and lesbian rights pride 
movement. 

This year 225 parade en¬ 
tries stepped off from Halsted 
and Roscoe streets under the 
Rainbow flag and the nation¬ 
al theme “Pride Equals Pow¬ 
er.” 

“We just want to be heard 
and we want to have equal 
rights and we have pride in 
ourselves,” one participant 
said. 

Mayor Richard Daley, who 
did not attend Sunday’s pa¬ 
rade, proclaimed last week 
“Gay and Lesbian Pride 
Week in Chicago.” 

Parade coordinator 
Richard Pfeiffer estimated 
the crowd exceeded last 
year’s police estimate of 
105,000. 

Speakers included Nation¬ 
al Organization for Women 
President Patricia Ireland; 


Rosemary Dempsy, NOW 
vice president; and Jim En¬ 
glish, an Army National 
Guard sergeant forced out of 
the military after his photo¬ 
graph appeared on the cover 
of Gay Chicago magazine. 

Police Supt. Matt Ro¬ 
driguez and at least 35 city 
and state politicians, includ¬ 
ing Democratic U.S. Senate 
candidate Carol Moseley 
Braun, Cook County State’s 
Attorney Jack O’Malley, Cook 
County Clerk David Orr, 
Sheriff Michael Sheahan and 
City Treasurer Miriam Santos, 
participated in the parade. 

Rodriquez was the highest 
official of the Daley adminis¬ 
tration to attend the event, 
following up on his recent re¬ 
cruitment initiative in the gay 
community. 

“This community has ev¬ 
ery right to be represented in 
the Police Department as oth¬ 
er communities, and that’s ba¬ 
sically what our recruitment 
effort is trying to say,” Ro¬ 
driquez said.

Dinkins May Back 
Partner Benefits 


Court's Ruling Leaves Future 
Of Choice Strategy Uncertain

NEW YORK - The Dink¬ 
ins administration may 
change its position and sup¬ 
port insurance benefits for the 
live-in lovers of gay city work¬ 
ers, United Press Internation¬ 
al learned June 24. 

Mayor David Dinkins is re¬ 
considering his opposition to 
such benefits and planned to 
meet with advocates on both 
sides of the question, a source 
involved with the meetings 
said. 

Dinkins called one meet¬ 
ing with members of his ad¬ 
ministration for June 25 at 
Gracie Mansion and a City 
Hall meeting with activists. 

The two separate meetings 
were scheduled just days be¬ 
fore the gay pride parade and 
after the mayor was heckled 
by gay activists about domes¬ 
tic partner benefits. 

But the administration 
has long been bitterly divided 
over the issue. 

“It’s political pressure,” 
said the source, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. “It’s 
the progressive side of the ad¬ 
ministration versus the con¬ 
servative side.” 

Paula Ettelbrick, the legal 
director for Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
said she was told the discus¬ 
sion would focus on the do¬ 
mestic partnership bill. 

However, she said she was 
told there would be no discus¬ 
sion of the city’s legal chal¬ 
lenge of a state Appellate 
Court ruling Lambda won on 
behalf of the Gay Teachers 
Association. 

The Dinkins administra¬ 
tion has been appealing the 
ruling, which ordered a trial 
on charges that the city un¬ 
fairly discriminates against 
gay employees by not insur¬ 
ing their live-in partners since 
they cannot choose to get 
married. 



Mayor David Dinkins 


City Council President An¬ 
drew Stein and 18 coun- 
cilmembers have voiced sup¬ 
port for a domestic partner¬ 
ship law for city workers that 
would apply to unmarried 
couples whether straight or 
gay. 

Dinkins, like Mayor Ed¬ 
ward Koch before him, has 
said the benefit should be ob¬ 
tained through collective bar¬ 
gaining with municipal 
unions. 

He also said such a benefit 
was too costly for the city, with 
some estimates that it could 
cost as much as $30 million 
annually. 

But advocates have said 
the cost would be less than 
half that amount, citing expe¬ 
riences in cities that offer do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, such 
as San Francisco, Seattle, 
West Hollywood and Santa 
Cruz. ▼ 


Lesbian Ends Fight 
To Join Dallas Force

DALLAS — A 28-year-old 
lesbian’s two-year battle to be¬ 
come a Dallas police officer is 
over. 

Police said June 24 that 
Mica England was officially 
disqualified but they refused 
to say exactly what the rea¬ 
sons were. 

“She was disqualified on 
the basis of ... admissions not 
related to her sexual orienta¬ 
tion,” police spokesman Ed 
Spencer said. “We are prohib¬ 
ited by policy from discussing 
specific reasons for disqualifi¬ 
cation.” 

England sued the city two 
years ago when she said the 
Police Department rejected 
her application because she is 
a lesbian. The city was or¬ 
dered to continue processing 
her application but the case is 
still under appeal. 

Meanwhile, England said 
she has given up on her fight 
to become an officer and will 
pursue a career as a chef. 


“I’m angry, frustrated, dis¬ 
illusioned. I’ve got to get on 
with my life,” England said. 
“I’m going to pursue my 
chefs career.” 

England said that during a 
polygraph examination by the 
Police Department on May 7 
she was asked if she had ever 
taken anything from an em¬ 
ployer. 

“I borrowed some chefs 
pants from a previous em¬ 
ployer and have not returned 
them,” said England, who has 
worked at several prominent 
Dallas restaurants. 

“I know I’d feel guilty 
about them during the test 
and that I’d make the needle 
go off the page,” she said. “But 
chefs do it all the time. It’s 
just done. I’m a very, very 
honest person. Too honest, I 
guess.” 

During the written part of 
the test she again admitted 
the theft and was not allowed 
to take the final portion of the 
polygraph test administered 
to police applicants. ▼

In a long-awaited decision, 
the Supreme Court ruled 
June 29 that a broad array of 
state restrictions on a wom¬ 
an’s right to an abortion are 
constitutional, while refusing 
to overturn Roe v. Wade. 

In an opinion jointly 
penned by Justices Sandra 
Day O’Connor, Anthony 
Kennedy and David Souter, 
and partially supported by 
Justices Harry Blackmun and 
John Paul Stevens, the court 
declared in the case of Penn¬ 
sylvania v. Casey that “an en¬ 
tire generation has come of 
age free to assume Roe’s con¬ 
cept of liberty in defining the 
capacity of women to act in 
society, and to make repro¬ 
ductive decisions. 

“It is therefore imperative 
to adhere to the essence of 
Roe’s original decision, and 
we do so today.” 

Nonetheless, Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist and most 
reproductive rights activists 
argue that the court’s ruling 
rendered Roe a meaningless 
shell of a precedent. 

Rehnquist, who called 
what was left of Roe a “fa¬ 
cade” that is “not built to 
last,” wanted to overturn the 
1973 abortion rights prece¬ 
dent altogether. 

Pro-choice activists, who 
obviously want Roe upheld in 


full form, were equally skep¬ 
tical about the precedent’s 
power. 

“Roe is dead, despite the 
flimsy stay of execution today 
from the court,” Patricia Ire¬ 
land, president of the Nation¬ 
al Organization for Women, 
said. 


Analysis 


In its ruling, the court up¬ 
held parts of the Pennsylva¬ 
nia law that require physi¬ 
cians to provide information, 
including state-produced pic¬ 
tures of fetuses, with the in¬ 
tent of strongly discouraging 
women from having an abor¬ 
tion; compel a woman to 
wait 24 hours between con¬ 
sulting with her doctor and 
having the abortion, even if 
the physician determines that 
the delay would be medically 
dangerous and even if the 
woman must travel far dis¬ 
tances between appointments; 
and demand the written 
consent of one parent or a 
court order if the woman is 
under 18. 

The narrow majority of 
the court struck down the 
law’s stipulation that a mar¬ 
ried woman must notify her 
husband of her decision to 
have an abortion. 

Although the Pennsylvania 
law’s restrictions are excepted 
in the case of a “medical 


emergency,” that term is nar¬ 
rowly defined to mean when 
an abortion is necessary to 
prevent a woman’s death or 
when delay could irreversibly 
damage a major bodily func¬ 
tion. 

Despite the fact that the 
decision was a compromise 
that pleased neither side of 
the abortion rights struggle, 
those on both sides of the de¬ 
bate agreed that the ruling is 
effectively one further step in 
the erosion of Roe v. Wade, a 
step that leaves the power to 
the states to increasingly 
restrict access to abortion. 

The Bush administration 
wanted the court to overturn 
Roe entirely, and many pro- 
choice activists believe that a 
compromise ruling is the 
worst possible outcome for 
the future of abortion rights. 

If the court had openly 
overturned Roe, activists 
could begin pushing for a fed¬ 
eral abortion rights bill, the 
Freedom of Choice Act, 
which could put President 
Bush on the spot in an elec¬ 
tion year. But by refusing to 
openly discard Roe, and by 
upholding further restrictions 
to abortion, the court both 
weakened the possibility of 
congressional action and 
made abortion even less ac¬ 
cessible to young women, 
poor women and many wom¬ 
en of color. ▼

Richards to Chair Convention, 
Says She Won't Take Veep Spot 


Clinton Leads 
In Latest Poll

AUSTIN, Texas - Gov. 
Ann Richards, whose 1988 
keynote address roused the 
Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion and made her a national 
political figure, said June 26 
she would chair the party’s 
1992 convention next month 
in New York. She has ruled 
out taking the vice presiden¬ 
tial spot on the ticket. 

Richards said she was 
asked to run the convention 
by Democratic Chairman Ron 
Brown, “and I told him that 
I’d be happy to do it.” 

In her keynote address 
four years ago, Richards 
ridiculed President Bush as 
an elitist Republican who was 
“born with a silver foot in 
his mouth.” 

She said she had hoped to 
attend the 1992 convention 
“and have a good time” be¬ 
cause “I never have been to a 
convention where I just sort 
of goofed around,” but 
Brown’s request changed her 
mind. 

“I think I will do a good 
job. My No. 1 goal is to run 
an efficient and a well-or¬ 
dered convention, and I’ll 
take that responsibility very 
seriously,” Richards said. “I 
don’t even know whether I’m 
required to make remarks or 
not. I hope if I am it’s brief.”

The Democratic National 
Convention is scheduled for 
July 13-16 in New York. 

Richards, who previously 
stated that she has no interest 
in being the vice presidential 
candidate, said her role as 
convention chair should end 
such talk among the 
Democrats. 

“One of the things I hope 
(is that) by chairing this con¬ 
vention, that will reduce any 


speculation about any other 
role that I might play,” she 
said. “This is a big deal. This 
is real important, and I’ve 
agreed to do that. And that 
should rule out my playing 
any other role.” 

Richards said she has talked 
“only in passing” with 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, 
the Democrats’ likely presi¬ 
dential nominee, about the 
second spot on the ticket, but 
she has not offered him any 
advice. 

“You’d like to have a run¬ 
ning mate that enhances the 
ticket, but in truth, I don’t 
think the vice presidential 
candidate does more than if 
you pick the wrong person, 
they can hurt the ticket. I 
think the vice presidential 
choice is important, but win¬ 
ning this election really is Bill 
Clinton’s job,” she said. 

Richards, who has en¬ 
dorsed Clinton, said she does 
not believe that fellow Texan 
Ross Perot has enough expe¬ 
rience for the job. 

Perot, a billionaire busi¬ 
nessman from Dallas, is ex¬ 
pected to make his indepen¬ 
dent candidacy official soon.

BOSTON — Democratic 
presidential hopeful Bill Clin¬ 
ton has surged to the lead in 
the latest polls, with support 
for independent Ross Perot 
showing a decline. 

A statewide poll in Mas¬ 
sachusetts by WBZ-TV in 
Boston mirrored a national 
poll conducted for the Wash¬ 
ington Post-ABC. 

The national poll had Clin¬ 
ton leading 33 percent to 31 
percent over Perot among 
registered voters, while Re¬ 
publican President Bush was 
third with 28 percent. 

Considering the margin of 
error of plus or minus 4 per¬ 
cent, the three candidates are 
in a virtual tie. 


The new poll was the first 
time that Clinton had led 
Bush and Perot, and the first 
time Bush was third. 

Clinton’s support increased 
from 26 percent to 33 percent 
from a similar poll three 
weeks ago. During that time, 
Perot lost 5 points, while 
Bush continued to drop. 

In the Massachusetts poll, 
Clinton received 28 percent, 
Perot 26 and Bush 23. 

Experts said the polls indi¬ 
cate that Democrats both na¬ 
tionally and in Massachusetts 
are turning back to Clinton af¬ 
ter months of questions 
about his character. 

Clinton will claim his par¬ 
ty’s nomination at the Demo¬ 
cratic Convention this month.

Quayle Slams 
Boycott of Scouts

LOS ANGELES - Vice 
President Dan Quayle has 
portrayed undeclared inde¬ 
pendent candidate Ross Perot 
as a man with a penchant for 
snooping and implied the na¬ 
tion would be endangered if 
Perot had federal investiga¬ 
tive agencies at his disposal. 

In an address to the Na¬ 
tional Sheriffs Association, 
Quayle also took to task me¬ 
dia giant Time Warner for re¬ 
leasing rapper Ice-T’s “Cop 
Killer” recording. 

“Let me reiterate how 
strongly I feel about one par¬ 
ticular issue; it is wrong for a 
corporation like Time Warner 
to make money off a record 
that says it’s OK to kill cops,” 
Quayle told the law enforce¬ 
ment officers in San Diego. 

“Now, many of my critics 
are saying we shouldn’t boy¬ 
cott Time Warner,” Quayle 
said, “but I didn’t notice them 
criticizing a different boycott 
— a truly unfair one — that 
made news around the coun¬ 
try. 


“I’m speaking of the boy¬ 
cott of the Boy Scouts of 
America,” he said. “Some big 
businesses, like Levi Strauss, 
have withdrawn their support 
of the Boy Scouts, because of 
the Boy Scouts’ stand on ho¬ 
mosexuality. So some in big 
business choose to support 
records like ‘Cop Killer’ by 
the rap singer Ice-T; others 
refuse to support the Boy 
Scouts. 

“Let me be very clear,” he 
told the San Diego audience. 
“Every boycott reflects a set 
of values. If I have to choose 
between the values of Time 
Warner and Ice-T versus the 
values of the Boy Scouts of 
America, I say let us stand up 
for the values of the Boy 
Scouts of America.” 

In Los Angeles, however, 
Quayle denied he was advo¬ 
cating a boycott and said he 
was only asking that the me¬ 
dia giant act responsibly. 

“I didn’t specifically en¬ 
dorse a boycott,” he said, 
adding, “A boycott is fine 
with me. I’m not saying they 
should or shouldn’t (boycott).”

WASHINGTON - Presi¬ 
dent George Bush in an inter¬ 
view with the New York 
Times June 24 said that he

day later he for the first time 
expressed his support for the 
military’s policy of excluding 
homosexuals from the armed 
services. 

Bush made his comments 
as part of a lengthy interview 
with the Times in which he 
covered issues ranging from 
the economy to the U.S. role 
in the former Yugoslav re¬ 
public of Bosnia-Hercegovina. 

Bush was asked if he 
agreed with recent statements 
made by Vice President Dan 


Quayle railing against popu¬ 
lar culture figures for under¬ 
mining traditional family val¬ 
ues by portraying unmarried 
and same-sex couples raising 
children. 

“I can’t accept as a normal 
lifestyle people of the same 
sex being parents,” Bush an¬ 
swered. “I’m very sorry, I 
don’t accept that as normal. 

“And I believe in the tradi¬ 
tional family values,” he 
added. 

“And the best shot that a 
kid has is to have a mother 
and a father that love that 
child, that will educate that 
child, that will care for that 
child. ... But to glamorize 
lifestyles that in my view are 
not the normal lifestyle, I 
don’t approve of that. ▼

HIV-Positive Man Faces Charges 

LONDON (UPI) — British doctors and public health officials 
gathered June 23 to decide what action could be taken 
against a man who they believe infected four female sexual 
partners with the HIV virus. The unidentified man, a 
hemophiliac and known HIV carrier from Birmingham, was 
believed to have disregarded medical advice and not told 
his lovers that he was carrying the AIDScausing virus, 
health officials said. One of his sexual partners has died of 
AIDS, according to officials at the South Birmingham 
Health Authority, in a case that raises unprecedented legal 
questions in Britain. The willful transmission of the AIDS 
virus is not a crime in Britain as it is in some countries. A 
health authority spokesman in Birmingham said doctors 
were meeting “to determine what action they could take, 
medically and legally, to prevent the further spread of the 
HIV infection” from the man. The Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice and Birmingham police said they were powerless to act 
against the man, who contracted HIV through a blood trans¬ 
fusion two years ago. One of the infected women, a 39-year- 
old mother of two, told the Birmingham Post newspaper 
that the man knew he had the virus but did not tell her, 
and said he insisted on unprotected sex. Birmingham health 
authorities were expected to discuss the possibility of ap¬ 
plying for a court order to have the man detained under 
public health legislation, news reports said. The legislation 
was used in a similar case once before in Britain but the de¬ 
tention order was overturned in court a day later. Lawyer 
Michael Hill told The Guardian newspaper that homicide in 
British law carried a “year and a day” rule, meaning no 
charge could be brought against the man if the women con¬ 
tracted the virus from him more than a year before they 
died. 


Patient Notification Not Needed 

MILWAUKEE (UPI) — Physicians and dentists in Wisconsin 
who are infected with HIV need not inform their patients 
before they do procedures on them under new state guide¬ 
lines. The guidelines for infected health-care workers were 
modeled after those used in New York, which have been 
found to be in compliance with federal guidelines, said 
James Vergeront, director of the state’s AIDS/HIV Program. 
The guidelines call for “a knowledgeable clinician” or a 
panel of disease specialists and professional peers to deter¬ 
mine whether an infected health-care provider should con¬ 
tinue performing procedures. The national Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control recommends that infected health-care workers 
receive informed consent from patients before performing 
invasive procedures. But the CDC decided in June to give 
states latitude in developing their own policies on HIV-in¬ 
fected health-care workers. “The thinking in Wisconsin is 
that the determination whether someone should practice 
should be made on whether the health-care worker can 
practice safely,” Vergeront said. “There is no basis for re¬ 
stricting an HIV-infected health-care worker from practic¬ 
ing, providing that their health, skills and judgment do not 
interfere with the performance of their job or infection con¬ 
trol practices,” he said. The state guidelines must be com¬ 
pleted by Oct. 28 to meet a federal deadline. 


Ohio Bill—HIV Transmission a Felony 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — The Ohio House has passed a 
bill making it a felony for someone carrying the AIDS virus 
to pass it intentionally to someone else or to expose some¬ 
one to the danger of contracting HIV. The so-called “AIDS 
assault” bill, sponsored by Rep. Joseph Vukovich III, D- 
Poland, was passed unanimously June 24. Vukovich argued 
that some people with AIDS apparently develop an “IT1- 
take-as-many-people-with-me-as-I-can mentality.” “Your 
body, in effect, becomes a dangerous weapon,” Vukovich 
said. His bill, which now goes to the Senate, makes assault 
with AIDS a third-degree felony. Conviction would carry a 
maximum penalty of 10 years in prison. Illinois and Michi¬ 
gan have passed similar legislation. 


HIV Teacher Sued for Scratching Pupil 

CHICAGO (UPI) — A public school teacher who tested positive 
for HIV faced a lawsuit June 25 filed by a student the teacher 
accidentally scratched. The suit was filed in Cook County Cir¬ 
cuit Court by the 10-year-old boy’s mother. It seeks compensa¬ 
tion for injuries, medical expenses and the fear of contracting 
AIDS. The suit was filed against Earl Singleton, 50, a fifth- 
grade teacher at Daniel Hale Williams School on the South 
Side. On Dec. 4, Singleton was trying to grab the boy’s shirt 
to discipline him. “Instead of getting his shirt, I grabbed and 
got his neck,” Singleton said. The boy’s mother said her son 
had two “open scratches.” The suit also contends Singleton 
beat the boy on Feb. 18. An attorney for the boy’s mother said 
the youngster had been “acting up” when the scratching oc¬ 
curred. The mother said she received a call from Williams’ 
principal a week later, instructing her to get the boy tested for 
AIDS. The boy has since been tested three times with nega¬ 
tive results. Singleton said he had no idea how he contracted 
the HIV virus and has received no special instructions from 
school officials on how to deal with students. Officials of the 
Centers for Disease Control in Atlanta say there are no 
recorded incidents of AIDS being passed by scratches. A 
spokesman for the school board declined to comment on the 
suit. 


Commission Slams Bush 
Response to AIDS as Failure

WASHINGTON - The Na¬ 
tional AIDS Commission June 
25 sharply attacked the ad¬ 
ministration’s response to 
AIDS, saying it appears un¬ 
willing to take any significant 
new steps to fight the deadly 
epidemic. 

“President Bush and the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services have failed 
to meet fully their responsibil¬ 
ities in leading the national 
response to monumental hu¬ 
man suffering and loss from 
the HIV/AIDS epidemic,” the 
commission said. 

The commission made the 
scathing remarks in the wake 
of a meeting June 24 with 
Health and Human Services 
Secretary Louis Sullivan. 

During the 90-minute 
meeting the panel members 
pressed the administration to 
adopt at least eight of 30 
AIDSfighting measures pro¬ 
posed in their September 
1991 report “America Living 
with AIDS.” 

Those recommendations: 
start programs to reduce 
needle sharing by intra¬ 
venous drug users; fully fund 
the Ryan White CARE Act, 
which provides emergency 
funds to areas hardest hit by 
AIDS; drop travel and immi¬ 
gration restrictions on people 
infected with the AIDS virus; 


and establish a Cabinet-level 
group on AIDS. 

“Secretary Sullivan failed 
to indicate that the adminis¬ 
tration was prepared to un¬ 
dertake any new significant 
actions,” the commission said. 
“Current efforts fall tragically 
short of what is needed.” 

An estimated 1 million 
Americans are infected with 
the AIDS virus. 

Federal health officials 
project that up to 480,000 cas¬ 
es of AIDS will have been re¬ 
ported in the United States 
by the end of 1993 and up to 
340,000 people will have died 
from the disease. 

Human immunodeficiency 
virus is spread by sexual or 
blood-to-blood contact, such 
as intravenous drug users 
sharing contaminated needles. 
A pregnant woman can also 
pass the deadly virus on to 
her baby. 

Sullivan called the AIDS 
commission’s charges a “total 
misrepresentation of the facts 
and the commitment of the 
Bush administration.” 

The health secretary said 
the White House has spent 
more federal funds on AIDS 
than any other infectious dis¬ 
ease, implemented new drug 
review procedures to speed 
delivery of AIDS drugs and 
supported a government- 
backed advertising campaign 
to educate the public about 


AIDS. 

At a news conference on 
U.S. health goals, Sullivan re¬ 
iterated the administration’s 
opposition to needle exchange 
programs for intravenous 
drug users. 

Studies in the Netherlands 
and San Francisco have 
shown that giving drug users 
clean needles can curtail nee¬ 
dle sharing. 

Sullivan said he was opti¬ 
mistic that advances in educa¬ 
tion, drug development and 
vaccine research would cur¬ 
tail the epidemic by the year 
2000. 

However, Dr. David 
Rogers, vice chairman of the 
AIDS commission, said, “We 
need very forceful leadership 
and we need clear articulation 
that we have a crisis. We’re 
not getting either.” 

The National AIDS Com¬ 
mission was created by feder¬ 
al law to advise the president 
and Congress about the na¬ 
tion’s response to AIDS. It 
has 12 voting members ap¬ 
pointed by Congress and 
President Bush and three 
non-voting members. ▼

Besides his 
wide-ranging photographic documenta¬ 
tion of the queer and quirky, Bern was 
an innovator in photo-booth photog¬ 
raphy, xerox art and mail art, as well as 
in film and video.

Although his achievement as an ar¬ 
tist was considerable, Bern’s friends and 
acquaintances will remember most 
his achievement as a human being.

More AIDS Funds for Puerto Rico

WASHINGTON - Puerto 
Rico has the second highest 
rate of AIDS in the nation 
and the federal government 
must pitch in to curtail the 
commonwealth’s “alarming” 
epidemic, the National AIDS 
Commission said June 2. 

During the past decade 
AIDS has become the lead¬ 
ing cause of death in Puerto 
Rico for men ages 25 to 44 
and women ages 25 to 34, the 
commission said. 

In 1991 about 50 new cases 
of AIDS were reported for 
every 100,000 people in Puer¬ 
to Rico — an incidence of 
AIDS second only to the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, which 
recorded about 120 cases per 
100,000 people. New York, 
third behind Puerto Rico, had 


about 45 AIDS cases per 
100,000 people. 

“AIDS in Puerto Rico is 
alarming both in its scope and 
its pattern,” the AIDS panel 
said in a special report exam¬ 
ining the epidemic on the 
Caribbean island. 

Nearly three-quarters of 
the AIDS cases in Puerto 
Rico are directly linked to in¬ 
travenous drug use, leading 
the commission to call for ex¬ 
panded programs to discour¬ 
age drug users from sharing 
contaminated needles. 

Throughout the 40-page re¬ 
port, the commission empha¬ 
sized the need for a greater 
partnership between the fed¬ 
eral government and the 
commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico. 

Topping the list of recom¬ 
mendations was raising the 


cap on Medicaid payments to 
Puerto Rico, which has been 
struggling to provide medical 
care for people stricken by 
HIV. The commonwealth 
ranks 55th among the 57 
states and territories in total 
funding per AIDS case. 

Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Louis Sulli¬ 
van, who belongs to the 15- 
member AIDS commission, 
said May 30 he was proposing 
legislation to boost the annual 
cap on federal Medicaid 
spending in Puerto Rico 
from $79 million to $104 mil¬ 
lion — an increase of 32 per¬ 
cent. 

“Puerto Rico needs 
stronger federal support in its 
efforts to immunize its chil¬ 
dren, to care for those with 
AIDS and to carry out the 
range of public health ser¬ 
vices,” Sullivan said. ▼

Texas Official: Reporting Change 
Won't Affect HIV Confidentiality 


U.S. Efforts to Fight AIDS 
Around Globe Criticized

AUSTIN, Texas - Pro¬ 
posed changes in the way 
HIV cases are reported to the 
state will not jeopardize the 
confidentiality of people who 
test positive for human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus, the 
Texas Department of Health 
said June 12. 

Charles Bell, a spokesman 
for the department, said the 
proposed change would re¬ 
quire private laboratories that 
actually perform HIV blood 
tests to report positive tests to 
the Health Department. 

The name submitted to the 
laboratory with the blood test 
would be included in the in¬ 
formation reported to the 
state agency, he said. 

Under current rules, pri¬ 
vate physicians must report 
only the birth date, county of 
residence, sex and the race or 
ethnicity of the person diag¬ 
nosed as HIV positive. 

Some AIDS activists have 
expressed concern that in¬ 
cluding the name in reports 
from labs would jeopardize 
the confidentiality of HIV-pos¬ 
itive individuals and deter 
people from being tested. 

But Bell, chief of the de¬ 
partment’s Bureau of HIV 
and STD Control, said both 
confidential and anonymous 
testing would still be avail¬ 
able throughout the state. 

“AIDS has been a re¬ 
portable disease in Texas for 
10 years,” he said. “The 
name of individuals with 
AIDS has always been part of 
the information reported to 
(the department). We’ve never 
had a breach of confidential¬ 
ity with AIDS in all that time. 


And we will not have a 
breach with HIV.” 

The proposed rule changes 
were designed to correct two 
HIV tracking problems — un¬ 
derreporting and duplicate re¬ 
porting. 

“The major problem is un¬ 
derreporting,” Bell said. “We 
estimate there are 73,000 
HIV cases in Texas. But only 
13,000 have been reported.” 

He said more accurate 
HIV prevalence data was 
needed for better planning 
and allocation of resources to 
combat the AIDS epidemic in 
Texas and make a stronger 
case for federal funds. 

“Shifting responsibility 
from the physicians to the

He stressed, however, that 
the department’s effort to “get 
a better handle on HIV 
prevalence” will not compro¬ 
mise confidentiality and 
anonymity. 

The proposed rule changes 
were adopted by the Health 
Department in April and 
were published in the Texas 
Register May 5 for a 30-day 
public comment period. The 
change is scheduled to be¬ 
come effective Jan. 1, 1993. T

ACT UP/LA Founder 
Mark Kostopoulos Dies

LOS ANGELES - Mark 
Kostopoulos, one of the 
founding members of ACT 
UP/Los Angeles, died June 20 
after an eight-year battle with 
HIV. He was 37. 

The AIDS activist also 
helped found ACT NOW, a 
national umbrella for ACT 
UP and other AIDS organiza¬ 
tions, and the Lesbian/Gay 
Coalition for Universal 
Health Care. 

Kostopoulos was arrested 
as Mark Rexroad many times 
during political demonstra¬ 
tions, including some for is¬ 
sues besides AIDS. He in¬ 
spired many gays to get 
involved in the pro-choice 
movement, according to his 
friend Connie Norman. 

He spent several days in 
an Orange County jail after 
setting off a smoke bomb dur¬ 
ing a rally organized by Oper¬ 
ation Rescue’s Randall Terry 
three years ago. 

But Kostopoulos was best 
known for his ACT UP ac¬ 
tions. 

He was arrested protesting 
the government’s inaction on 
AIDS at the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors, 
at the Federal Building in 
Westwood, at Chicago insur¬ 
ance demonstrations two 


years ago, and last year at the 
Universal Health Care 
demonstration in Washington, 
D.C. 

He was also on the state¬ 
wide coordinating committee 
for Health Access, a coalition 
of various health-care groups. 

Kostopoulos was one of 
several ACT UP/LA mem¬ 
bers charged with vandalism 
for throwing red paint on the 
steps of County Hospital. He 
said the charges were 
trumped up by sheriffs dep¬ 
uties. 

Though the charges were 
later dropped, much discus¬ 
sion was provoked within the 
gay and AIDS community 
about the lengths to which ac¬ 
tivists might go to draw atten¬ 
tion to AIDS issues. 

Kostopoulos didn’t hesitate 
to hammer home the fight 
against AIDS. During an 
AIDS vigil outside the LA 
County Board of Supervisors, 
he spearheaded a public chal¬ 
lenge to liberal Supervisor 
Ed Edelman, demanding 50 
AIDS beds. The confrontation 
irritated several prominent 
AIDS activists. But shortly 
thereafter Edleman pushed 
forward a motion that result¬ 
ed in the county AIDS ward. 

Similarly, Kostopoulos led 
the charge to open 5P21, the 
outpatient AIDS Clinic at 



County Hospital. 

Kostopoulos was not only 
a leader, a term he disliked, 
but a support person as well. 
AIDS activist Wayne Karr 
credits Kostopoulos with 
buoying him during his 
hunger strike in August 1989. 

“Mark and I didn’t always 
get along that well. But I had 
great respect for him. He was 
one of the key players in the 
hunger strike. He’s one of my 
heroes,” Karr said. 

Karr, Norman and Clinic 
Defense Alliance members 
were among the 250 people 
who turned out for a memori¬ 
al march through West Holly¬ 
wood June 21 to honor Kosto¬ 
poulos. His presence was at 
the heart of ACT UP/LA’s 
powerful, silent contingent 
during the Christopher Street 
West Parade June 28 and at a 
“Day of Rage” demonstration 
June 30 at the LA County 
Board of Supervisors. ▼

WASHINGTON - The 
U.S. government’s efforts to 
reduce the spread of AIDS in 
developing nations have been 
weak and uncoordinated, a 
congressional report said. 

The Agency for Interna¬ 
tional Development has not 
updated its guidelines on ac¬ 
quired immune deficiency 
syndrome since 1987, has con¬ 
ducted AIDS efforts on a 
“piecemeal” basis and has not 
considered the disease a high 
priority, the June 23 report 
said. 

The General Accounting 
Office conducted its review of 
the agency’s programs at the 
request of Rep. Jim McDer¬ 
mott, D-WVa., and co-chair¬ 
man of the Congressional 
Task Force on International 
HIV/AIDS. The task force be¬ 
gan a three-day meeting on 
the worldwide AIDS crisis 
June 23. 

“The real tragedy is that 
the United States funds the 
largest and most prominent 
bilateral HIV/AIDS program 
in the world. We need a top- 
level emergency review of 
the State Department’s pro¬ 
grams and priorities in this 
area if we are to have any 
hope of stemming this horri¬ 


ble tide,” McDermott said. 

According to the GAO re¬ 
view, the Agency for Interna¬ 
tional Development spent $68 
million for AIDS-related ac¬ 
tivities beyond the $168 mil¬ 
lion Congress specifically ap¬ 
propriated to combat the dis¬ 
ease. 

However, the report said 
the agency told its branches 
to avoid getting directly in¬ 
volved in programs specifical¬ 
ly dealing with AIDS and “to 
address the disease after oth¬ 
er agency priorities.” 

The agency also failed to 
fully assess how the spread¬ 
ing disease would affect de¬ 
veloping nations’ economic, 
political and social welfare. 
While such a study was or¬ 
dered in October 1991, it had 
not been started as of April 
1992, the GAO investigators 
said. 

Despite the shortcomings, 
the GAO report concluded, 
“The agency’s response to the 
disease has evolved from be¬ 
ing reactive and piecemeal to 
being proactive and targeted.” 

But the investigators said 
the agency must consider 
how the disease changes de¬ 
velopment programs and 
must emphasize AIDS pre¬ 
vention in its planning for 
programs and budgets. ▼

days into his 46th year, Allen passed 
peacefully away at Kaiser Permanente 
Medical Center, San Francisco French 
I Campus, after a valiant struggle with 
HIV/AIDS. 

Allen was born in Morris, Minnesota 
and brought up in Bloomington, Min¬ 
nesota where he attended Bloomington 
High School graduating in 1964 and went 
on to receive a bachelor of general busi¬ 
ness degree in 1968 from the University 
of Minnesota; Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

He was briefly associated with the Nor¬ 
man Jenson Co., in Minneapolis as an Im¬ 
port Banker. 

He then joined the U.S. Air Force in

Air Force Base 1971 to 1972, leaving with the rank of Staff Sergeant. 

Following his discharge from the service, Allen settled in Dallas, Texas where 
he obtained a Master’s in Business Administration in 1975 from the University 
of Dallas. Allen relocated in 1981 to San Francisco where he soon became in¬ 
volved with the local community. In 1984 he joined the Imperial Guards, and 
was a founding member of the Golden Gate Guards, serving two terms as Pres¬ 
ident. He left the Guards as President Emeritus in early 1992. 

Allen was also involved with the Imperial Court of San Francisco, serving one 
term as Recording Secretary of the Imperial Board of Trustees Allen was also 
presented as a Chevalier in the Celestial Leather Court of the Celestial Krewe 
de Cuir at their Bal Masque V in 1992. He was elected Mr. Tavern Guild in the 
year 1985. He was honored with the title of Prince Imperial IV, by the Imperial 
Court of The Golden Gate in 1987 and became a permanent member of the Im¬ 
perial Family of San Francisco. Allen was known for his love of oriental art, nee¬ 
dle point, costuming and costume design. 

In his business life he was employed as a payroll supervisor, Lone Star Gas 
Company, Dallas, but the greater part of his working life was spent as a Licensed 
Custom Broker for Fritz 8b Company, San Francisco. He retired in May 1991. 

Allen is predeceased by close friends David Priestler and Shawn Michals. He 
leaves his loving parents Clarence and Eileen Hemming, of Crooks, South Dakota;

Queer Watch 



The Rise and Fall 
Of Queer Nation/SF

A t its peak, in early 
spring 1991, Queer 
N ation/San F rancisco 
bubbled with power 
and energy. Demonstrations 
seemed to happen every 
week, and you couldn’t turn 
around without bumping into 
a contingent of radical queers 
setting out to protest or pick¬ 
et this or that manifestation 
of homophobia. 

Hollywood movies and 
malls, churches and politico’s 
homes, all were targets; noth¬ 
ing was sacred. The weekly 
meetings at the Women’s 
Building drew massive 
crowds, often of a couple hun¬ 
dred people, for no specific 
reason other than this was 
where the militant queers 
were. Briefly, gloriously, 
Queer Nation was the largest 
and most active gay political 
group in town. 

By the end of the year 
Queer Nation was an empty 
shell, a defunct shadow of its 
former self. The Queer Na¬ 
tional “focus groups,” original¬ 
ly independent working com¬ 
mittees, had mostly drifted 
off and disaffiliated from 
their parent organization. 
Meetings dwindled to a cou¬ 
ple of dozen on a good day, 
including an uncomfortably 
large proportion of tourists, 
curiosity seekers, movement 
fringe types, and Leninists. 

A “retreat” called in 
November, in a last ditch at¬ 
tempt to halt the group’s in¬ 
evitable decline, was marred 
when an anarchist physically 
restrained a woman who tried 
to leave the room to escape 
his tirade. Queer Nation offi¬ 
cially disbanded soon after. 

What happened? Why did 
such a large and exuberant 
movement fade so fast? Was 
it just a flash in the pan, a 
brief nightmare for the funda¬ 
mentalists, a limited outburst 
doomed from the start to be 
buried under the looming 
conservative backlash? 

Queer Nation was founded 
just as, or actually just after, 
the national gay community’s 
outrage about AIDS peaked 
in 1990. The wave of activism 
and radicalization spilled over 
from ACT UP chapters and 
sought a non-AIDS related fo¬ 
rum to deal with all the issues 
that had come up but didn’t 
fit under the ACT UP ban¬ 
ner. In that atmosphere, any 
militant group would have 
flourished. But that wave 


crested and then subsided for 
a number of reasons. Only a 
well- constructed group can 
survive such devolution, and 
that, alas, Queer Nation/San 
Francisco was not. 

Process Glut, Queer Cops 

In retrospect, in can be 
seen that Queer Nation suf¬ 
fered from serious, and ulti¬ 
mately terminal,’’Process 
Glut.” The group operated 
under “consensus process,” 
which meant that all deci¬ 
sions by the organization had 
to be completely unanimous. 
Out of desire to eschew exclu¬ 
sionary and elitist norms, the 
group was completely open 
and had no official member¬ 
ship, and certainly no clearly 
defined executive authority; 
whoever showed up at a 
meeting was a defacto mem¬ 
ber, even if they’d never been 
there before and never came 
again. The entire notion of 
“leadership” was discouraged 
as intrinsically politically in¬ 
correct, and leaders were no 
sooner identified than at¬ 
tacked and driven out. 

The ideal was to create an 
entirely new kind of organiza¬ 
tion, one that could overcome 
racism, sexism and stifling hi¬ 
erarchy. The group was to be 
open to all, flexible, a true fo¬ 
rum for queer public opinion. 
It succeeded, for some time, 
in creating such a forum. If 
those on the podium were fo¬ 
cusing at length on a tedious 
procedural question (which 
became an increasingly com¬ 
mon phenomenon) you could 
go schmooze with a focus 
group, or go out for a smoke, 
or cruise the wonderfully di¬ 
verse and hip crowd. There 
was enough energy and mo¬ 
mentum to carry the dead 
weight. 

Later, as the core of ac¬ 
tivists dwindled, Queer Na¬ 
tion had a harder and harder 
time bearing up under the 
weight of the parasites and 
provocateurs. Ultimately, it 
was the inability to meaning¬ 
fully define the boundaries of 
the group that did in Queer 
Nation. 

The most dramatic demon¬ 
stration of this was the Great 
Cop Debate. In January of 
1991, about six months after 
Queer Nation’s founding and 
during its absolute peak of ac¬ 
tivity, two SFPD cops 
showed up at a meeting and 
asked to “join” the group. 

While most queers consid¬ 
ered this to be an absurd re¬ 


quest, akin to inviting the 
FBI, the CIA, the Traditional 
Values Coalition or Operation 
Rescue, a small minority was 
sympathetic. Shouldn’t all 
queers be welcome in Queer 
Nation? And what was the 
procedure for excluding peo¬ 
ple? There was none; it 
would even seem contrary to 
the organization’s principles 
to have any such procedure. 
But the point of these princi¬ 
ples was to provide a “safe 
space,” which for most queers 
decidedly did not include the 
presence of the SFPD. 

The outcome was typical 
and revealing. Many queers 
simply walked out muttering, 
never to return. The interested 
parties — the cops, their sympa¬ 
thizers, and those skeptics who 
hadn’t simply departed — cau¬ 
cused to hash out the conflict 
over the course of several 
weeks. A complicated compro¬ 
mise was worked out, where¬ 
by the cops could attend gen¬ 
eral meetings but were re¬ 
strained from going to “focus 
groups” except by invitation. 
The cops ignored the restric¬ 
tions, cheerfully going wherev¬ 
er they wanted, and a few 
months later used the informa¬ 
tion thus garnered to target ac¬ 
tivists for prosecution in the 
aftermath of the AB 101 
protests. 


Commentary 


Ultimately, Queer Nation 
turned out to be too open for 
its own good. The group be¬ 
came less attractive to serious 
activists, who found that care¬ 
fully thought out plans could 
be shot down by a single nut 
(or disgruntled ex-lover) who 
stubbornly “blocked” a propos¬ 
al. “Consensus” only functions 
well when the consensus block 
of decision makers is fairly 
small — ideally under a dozen 
— and everyone trusts each oth¬ 
er. When the group has more 
than a hundred people and in¬ 
cludes anyone who wants to 
join, however confused or sin¬ 
ister their motives, it cannot 
work. 

So, many of the serious ac¬ 
tivists left and were increas¬ 
ingly replaced by decidedly 
unserious counterparts. There 
were self-proclaimed anar¬ 
chists, always ready to attend 
meetings and criticize and 
shoot down proposals, but 
who were curiously adverse to 
doing any work. Leninist sects,

excluded from most political 
arenas as boring and disrup¬ 
tive, gloried in a setting where 
they were, if not welcome, at 
least not kicked out. 

These latter, in particular 
the Revolutionary Workers 
League, can be considered “op¬ 
portunistic infections” that 
move in on enfeebled and fail¬ 
ing organizations, in their end¬ 
less quest for obedient drones 
to carry out their Worker’s 
Revolution. Last year the 
RWL made a “turn” into les¬ 
bian and gay and women’s 
groups, and soon infected 
Queer Nation, NAMBLA, and 
BACAOR (Bay Area Coalition 


Against Operation Rescue). 

A healthy organization has 
little trouble shaking off such 
parasites. Roots Against War, 
the Berkeley-based multi-cul¬ 
tural anti-militarist group, eas¬ 
ily rebuffed an attempted 
RWL invasion. BACOAR and 
NAMBLA, while suffering 
from RWL’s “intervention,” 
seem to have survived its par¬ 
ticipation. For Queer Nation, 
though, RWL was one of the 
final straws. No longer an at¬ 
tractive community forum, but 
rather a tedious talk shop 
dominated by dogmatic chat¬ 
terboxes, the group folded. 

Although Queer Nation has 
ceased to exist as a specific or¬ 
ganization, Queer Nationalism 
continues to grow and spread. 
Many gays and lesbians still 
hanker for the days when as¬ 
similation seemed possible,

even probable; but as that mi¬ 
rage fades into the distance, 
buried under the increasing 
conservative backlash (e.g. 
anti-gay legislation, Pentagon 
witch hunts, queer bashing) 
these would-be moderates find 
themselves pushed, willy-nilly, 
into the radical wing. 

Many of the Queer National 
focus groups have continued 
independent existences. There 
is still QueerNet, a queer ac¬ 
tivist phone hotline. Catherine 
Did It! organized the protests 
against the movie “Basic In¬ 
stinct” very well, without any 
“support” from a parent orga¬ 
nization. What used to be the 
DORIS SQUASH focus group 
(Defending Our Rights In the 
Streets, Super Queers United 
Against Savage Heterocen¬ 
trism) is now queer Street Pa¬ 
trol. Other focus groups have 
survived or formed since 
Queer Nation/San Francisco’s 
demise, showing that Queer 
National energies are far from 
exhausted. 

There are fewer demonstra¬ 
tions now than there were a 
year ago, but things could eas¬ 
ily heat up again. The country 
has been decidedly less stable, 
and more jumpy, since the LA 
riots. And although the main¬ 
stream media didn’t notice this 
at all, the LA protests and 
their San Francisco counter¬ 
parts included a significant 
queer/black alliance on the 
streets. Suppose such an al¬ 
liance were to continue, and to 
deepen and grow, and spilled 
over into the electoral arena? 

Things were quiet for a 
while, and it even looked for a 
brief, awful moment as though 
the conservative Jordan admin¬ 
istration, through Police Chief 
Dick Hongisto, would succeed 
in using public hysteria over 
the LA riots to crush The 
City’s queer militants. But 
then Hongisto overreached 
himself and self-destructed and 
things are up for grabs again. 
It’s impossible to say where 
things will go in the next year; 
but there’s no doubt that it 
will be interesting. 

Queer Nation/San Francis¬ 
co may be gone; Queer Nation¬ 
alism is here to stay. Y

and gave very graphic details 
of how they engage in sex 
with their lovers.” 

Belli said that when anoth¬ 
er child complained to one of 
the teachers that she felt un¬ 
comfortable with the presen¬ 


tation and wanted to leave, 
she wasn’t allowed to do so. 

Belli said that the class 
was an “inappropriate presen¬ 
tation to a sixth-grade class” 
and that his office is aware of 
several other students who at¬ 
tended the class “who have 
complained of nightmares 
and emotional reaction to the 
material presented.” 

“The Budnicks have no 
credibility,” School Board 
member Tom Ammiano said, 
because they went to Mission 
Police Station and filed a po¬ 
lice report charging the CUAV 
speakers with child abuse. 

Ammiano’s not impressed 
with Belli, either. 

“Belli’s giving me night¬ 
mares and emotional distress. 
Why doesn’t he get out of his 
lawyer’s chair and observe a 
class and see the work that 
CUAV is doing?” Ammiano 
asked. 

The parents, Belli said, are 
requesting a suspension of the 
program until there is a major 
review and want CUAV out 
of the school district. 

Belli called the incident a 
“serious transgression” and 
demanded that a panel, in¬ 
cluding concerned parents, be 
convened to evaluate the pro¬ 
gram, which he called a “gay 
sexual demonstration to 60 
children.” 

Community United 
Against Violence Speakers 
Bureau volunteers are trained 
and screened, according to 
Elaine Beale, a spokesperson 
for the agency. 

Although Beale told the 
Bay Area Reporter that 
CUAV speakers do respond 
to questions about sexual 
practices, the focus of the pre¬ 
sentations are about life¬ 
styles. 

“What the parents said is 
not what happened,” Beale 
said. “We have had good re¬ 
sponses. We’re not there to do 
sex education and only about 
1 percent of students’ ques¬ 
tions are about sex,” she said. 

Beale said that CUAV re¬ 
ceived 84 evaluations from 
the two classes the group con¬ 
ducted at Everett Middle 
School that day and that 79 
were positive evaluations. 

“We had five negative eval¬ 
uations and they were based 
on attitudes about gays and 
lesbians not about the content 
of our presentation,” she said. 

Ammiano also criticized 
Diana Schindler of the local 
Parent-Teachers Association 
for calling for the removal of 
CUAV and for “race-baiting 
and homophobic comments” 
regarding the flap. 

Schindler has no children 
who now are students of the 
district. 


Ammiano said the inci¬ 
dent is “Dan Quayle revisit¬ 
ed” and that the Budnicks 
and others fail to recognize 
that there are gay parents 
also in the school district. 

“I’m a gay parent. I have 
parental concerns, too, but 
that doesn’t mean the sup¬ 
pression of material,” he said. 

“It’s very unfortunate be¬ 
cause CUAV has had a very 
successful history of making 
presentations in high schools 
since 1976. Like all other out¬ 
side agencies who provide re¬ 
sources in the classroom, 
we’d be happy to work with 
them in the classroom so there 
are not more unfortunate in¬ 
cidents,” said Dr. Beverly 
Bradley, supervisor of the 
SFUSD Health Programs Of¬ 
fice. 

Bradley told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the parents 
were concerned that they 
hadn’t been informed that the 
presentation would also in¬ 
clude CUAV’s response to 
questions about sex practices 
posed by curious students. Y

of the new organization, esti¬ 
mated one-third of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s homeless are lesbian 
and gay. 

Staffers of the Gay Com¬ 
munity Services weenie roast 
say the new organization is an 
alternative to the Gay Rescue 
Mission, whose board of di¬ 
rectors recently made a deci¬ 
sion to cut its feeding pro¬ 
gram. 

“We decided we couldn’t 
let that happen. The gay and 
lesbian homeless have to have 
a place to eat,” a roast worker 
said. 

“Our main function is to 
provide food when there 
aren’t any other sources, but 
we also want to provide cloth¬ 
ing, day labor jobs, a 24-hour 
hotline, and a food box pro¬ 
gram,” Jackson said. 

They are putting out a call 
for volunteers and donations. 

Despite the fact that he 
had to walk six blocks farther 
for dinner, Jim Washington 
said he was elated by the 
Pride celebration. 

“In this country, it’s nega¬ 
tive things that bring people 
together, like fighting for civil 
rights we deserve. I really 
wish there were more gay 
holidays during the year. It 
brings people’s spirits togeth¬ 
er. Usually people are suffer¬ 
ing alone. Y

Raul Aguilar, a program 
participant, read poetry he 
wrote in the LYFE-sponsored 
Write On!

demonstrate the larger mean¬ 
ing of the state’s infringement 
upon women’s bodies. 

“I’m here because this is¬ 
sue affects all of us. I’ve never 
slept with men. I’m a lesbian. 
The right would like people 
to believe this is an issue for 
straight women with unin¬ 
tended pregnancies, but it’s 
about the rights of all women 
to control their own bodies,” 
Rossiya Bantigue Fajardo, 
one of the protesters, said. 

Police in riot gear hovered 
ominously as protesters 
marched to the State Build¬ 
ing. Once there, the activists 
were ordered to squeeze onto 
the sidewalk in front of the 
State Building. After some 
pushing and shoving, three 
protesters were initially ar¬ 
rested, while others, who at¬ 
tempted to run in several di¬ 
rections, were chased down 
by police. 

Meanwhile, as 75 percent 
of the assembled got in¬ 
volved in skirmishes with the 
police in at least three differ¬ 
ent locations around the 
building, rally organizers at¬ 
tempted to refocus the 
crowd’s attention on the issue 
of abortion rights. 

“Do not forget who your 
enemy is. If you want to fight, 
that’s fine, but those of you 
who want to hear the speak¬ 
ers who are here should stay 
and listen,” a rally planner 
pleaded. “Although we lost a 
lot today we have a whole lot 
more to lose.” 

As the two-sided drama 
continued, Van Jones, one of 
the anti-police protesters, 
grabbed the microphone from 
the pro-choice activists and 
yelled, “They arrested us! 


They’re chopping us up be¬ 
cause you fucking liberals 
wouldn’t get in the streets. 
Let’s do something! Don’t just 
stand there!” 

Rally organizers were 
clearly offended by Jones’ in¬ 
trusion and the protesters’ 
distraction from the issue at 
hand, but after a brief at¬ 
tempt to continue the rally, 
they dispersed from the area. 

“The fucking liberals sold 
us out,” Jones said. “How can 
we unite with people when 
arrests happen and they’re 
more angry at the radicals 
than the police? What do we 
have in common with people 
like that?” 

Some watching felt the di¬ 
vision in the gathering was 
symbolic of the larger fissure 
in progressive activism, and 
particularly the pro-choice 
movement. 

“This is indicative of the 
split in the pro-choice move¬ 
ment between the older, 
NOW-type activists and 
younger activist groups that 
are dealing with more issues 
than just pro-choice,” Fajardo 
said. 

All told, 17 protesters were 
arrested near the State Build¬ 
ing that night for blocking the 
street, according to Sgt. Jerry 
Senkir of the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s media office. 

Senkir said he heard re¬ 
ports that the Federal Protec¬ 
tive Services may have arrest¬ 
ed as many as five more 
protesters during a demon¬ 
stration at the Federal Build¬ 
ing early on June 30. T

Area Reporter. 

Eibl said that once taken 
up, the vaccine protein gets 


treated in the immune system 
somewhat differently than the 
natural product, causing “dif¬ 
ferent modes of immunity” 
that target different parts of 
the protein. Immuno has al¬ 
ready tried out its vaccine in 
several chimpanzees, one of 
which was still protected 
from HIV infection two and a 
half years after vaccination. 
Both antibody and killer cell 
production was observed. 

Immuno’s next steps will 
be to test the vaccine in HIV¬ 
positive people with more im¬ 
paired immune systems than 
those in the present trial. Fur¬ 
ther candidate vaccines are 
under development with dif¬ 
ferent additives and other 
gpl60 variants. 

Eibl noted, though, that 
since “cellular immunity is 
much more cross-reactive 
than antibody, we’re just look¬ 
ing at a couple (gpl60 vari¬ 
eties) at the moment.” 

One of the biggest hurdles 
a vaccine will have to over¬ 
come is price. If an HIV vac¬ 
cine costs $100, as the new 
hepatitis B vaccine does, it is 
questionable how widespread 
its use will be, especially in 
poor countries. Even in the 
United States, many health¬ 
care workers and other high- 
risk individuals have not re¬ 
ceived the hepatitis B vaccine. 

The prospect that a vac¬ 
cine will not be cheap enough 
to be feasible has caused con¬ 
sternation among internation¬ 
al health authorities desperate 
to find an effective means to 
halt the spread of AIDS. In 
contrast, biotech companies 
have been afraid that an HIV 
vaccine might be too cheap to 
be profitable. 

Eibl refused to speculate 
on the eventual price of an 
Immuno vaccine. ▼

Elton John: The Biography 

by Philip Norman; Harmony Books, $22.50

H ere’s a book which 
didn’t have much to 
offer even before 
events subsequent to 
its publication blew it out of 
the water. Author Philip Nor¬ 
man, who wrote Shout, Sym¬ 
pathy for the Devil and other 
rock star bios, was refused ac¬ 
cess to Elton John while writ¬ 
ing this biography. So, de¬ 
spite the great number of in¬ 
terviews he conducted with 
the musician’s friends and as¬ 
sociates, Norman’s dependen¬ 
cy on quoting previously pub¬ 
lished interviews with John 
leave the book feeling like a 
book-length magazine article. 
These 500 in-depth pages 
about the star range from the 
shallow — soccer scores, 
record reviews — to some 
well-caught truths about the 
pain of John’s life: his 
tantrums, depressions and his 
bouts with pills, booze and 
bulimia. 

Yet it’s on sexual issues 
that the book decisively fails. 
Norman offers the standard 
quotes from out-of-date arti¬ 
cles about the star’s bisexual¬ 
ity. These tired accounts are 
not only deceptive but also re¬ 



veal Norman’s insufferable ig¬ 
norance on sexual subjects. 
He spends pages preparing us 
for “Elton’ssecret” — he’s bi— 
and then gushes with reams 
of psychobabble to explain it 
away. 

“As a rule,” Norman 
writes, “the immature homo¬ 
sexual phase moves on of its 
own accord ... (with) male bi¬ 
sexuals ending up happily 
married, with children.” 
Goodbye, Mr. Norman.

After this bio 
was published in England,

Woman With Problems Solves One 


The Lavender House Murder 

by Nikki Baker; Naiad, $9.95

V irginia Kelly, the 
anti-hero of this latest 
mystery by Nikki 
Baker, is not a detec¬ 
tive. She is, however, a wom¬ 
an with more than a few 
problems with monogamy 
who makes a pilgrimage to 
Provincetown with her 
friend, Naomi, to take a vaca¬ 
tion from her lover, to see the 
sights (or feel the sights, as 
the case may be) and to spend 
some quality time on the 
beach. 

Lucky Virginia meets Joan, 
a lesbian journalist who is 
committed to outing the plan¬ 
et and to eliminating 
monogamy, single-handedly, 
if you will. Unluckily, Vir¬ 
ginia finds Joan’s very mur¬ 
dered body and becomes the 
prime suspect (or easiest tar¬ 
get; she is an African Ameri¬ 
can and a lesbian, after all) in 
the murder. Realizing that 
the police are not going to 
make any effort to find the 
killer, Virginia and Naomi de¬ 
cide to do some detecting on 
their own. 

The writing in The Laven¬ 
der House Murder is so fine, 
filled with little touches that 
enrich the narrative while 
they delight the senses. The 


description of the interroga¬ 
tion by the police is a marvel, 
capturing as it does the ex¬ 
traordinary invasiveness of 
the situation: 

“They wanted to know 
my name and where I was 
staying and where I lived and 
what I did for a living there. 
If they wanted to know 
whether I’d been breast fed as 
a baby, they stopped just 
short of asking.” 


The writing 
here is so fine, 
filled with lit¬ 
tle touches 
that enrich 
the narrative 
while they 
delight the 
senses. 


Baker does a wonderful 
job of establishing character. 
Her creation of fully realized 
minor characters is particular¬ 
ly well-done, as in this com¬

ment about Sheriff Harmon: 
“Harmon wore an expression 
just short of a leer. I imag¬ 
ined it was a sign of restraint 
as he probably leered enough 
to be good at it.” 

As the detective/narrator, 
Virginia is brighter than the 
average person, I suspect, but 
her detection is based on 
street smarts and logic, rather 
than the Acme Detective 
School of Sleuthing. Her am¬ 
ateur status is not threatened 
by her interlude in Province- 
town. Her narration is 
charged and highly personal, 
a pleasure to read. 

Witty, suspenseful, filled 
with the delights and dramas 
that are so integral a part of 
the lesbian life, The Laven¬ 
der House Murder is a real 
find. ▼

The Dreyfus Affair 

by Peter Lefcourt; Random House, $20

W hat if the hunky 
blond shortstop 
fell in love with 
the discreet black 
second baseman? asks the 
new novel The Dreyfus Af¬ 
fair. Answer: They’d have a 
few (mostly ludicrous) stolen 
moments, get caught, and ail

hell (some of it echoing the 
iconic gay pulp novel The 
Front Runner) would break 
loose. Then they’d go fishing 
in the middle of the World 
Series. 

It’s the late 1990s, and the 
Los Angeles Vikings are that 
Southern California metropo¬ 
lis’ third major-league team. 
Superstar shortstop Randy 


Dreyfus is having strange 
feelings for his teammate 
D.J. Pickett. 

Randy sees a shrink. He 
invites D.J., who is gay but 
closeted, to dinner. He sees 
his shrink again. Randy’s wife 
interests the ballplayer less 
and less. He sees the shrink 
again. His maid finds D.J.’s 
hanky in the laundry. Randy’s 
wife thinks he’s having an af¬ 
fair with a woman. The wife 
hires a private detective. She 
starts seeing the same shrink 
as her husband (it’s the late 
’90s, Quayle’s president and 
who cares about conflicts of 
interest?). The boys get 
caught smooching in the 
dressing room at the Dallas 
Neiman-Marcus. Major-league 
scandal ensues. For most of 
the book, Dreyfus is trying to 
murder his dog. 

Faggotry for the Masses 

The Dreyfus Affair is fag¬ 
gotry for the masses, proba¬ 
bly a stretch for the un¬ 
washed, but it’s ultimately 
chaste. It’s also a messy piece 
of writing, with too many 
way-too-convenient coinci¬ 
dences, and prose to stand 
your hair on end: 

D.J. was doing leg presses, 
lying on his back pushing the 
weights up with his feet. ...If 
Randy Dreyfus ever felt any 
confusion about the basic 
choreography of the sex act 



with another man, it dis¬ 
solved instantly. As he stood 
watching his friend, he could 
see clearly how one would 
proceed if one wanted to. 

When Dreyfus goes gay, 
he suddenly cares a lot more 
about things like “comple¬ 
mentary colors.” Luckily, the 
Vikings are in the American 
League, which allows them to 
come to the Bay Area to play 
the Oakland A’s (who knows 
if the Giants would still be in 
town?), providing the 
wardrobe for this tender mo¬ 
ment: 

D.J. put out the Do Not 
Disturb sign and deadbolted 
the door. Then he put a Sina¬ 
tra cassette into his portable 
tape deck and disappeared 
into the bathroom. When he 
reappeared he had slipped 
into something he had 
bought at a North Beach 
leather shop during the 
team's last trip to the Bay 
Area. 

‘Jesus,” Randy muttered, 
his breath taken away. ‘‘You 


like it?” 

“Yeah.” Randy was nod¬ 
ding so furiously that it 
looked as if he had some sort 
of spasmodic tic. He stood 
there for a long moment ad¬ 
miring D.J. Pickett's outfit as 
the ice cubes melted in the 
bucket and the room began 
to spin gently in front of him. 

The Man began to sing 
“Our Love Is Here to Stay.” 
The ice bucket slipped out of 
Randy's hand and fell to the 
floor with a wet, whooshing 
sound. The Rockies began to 
crumble. Gibraltar began to 
tumble. They were only 
made of clay ... . 


Threat to America 

When the two are video¬ 
taped in the clinch at Neiman- 
Marcus — typical homosexu¬ 
als, they tend to do a lot of 
shopping together and “after 
spending a morning watching 
each other trying on sweaters 
they were so predisposed (to 
make a little whoopee)” — 
they become a threat to the 
“integrity” of baseball and, by 
extension, all that America 
stands for (not the least of 
which is being able to shop 
without coming upon homo¬ 
sexuals deep kissing each oth¬ 
er). 

The flacks take over and 
try to perform “damage con¬ 
trol.” Everyone’s actions — the 
players’, the commissioner’s, 
the sympathetic reporter’s, 
Dreyfus’ agent (the oh-so-clev- 
erly surnamed Barry Fuchsia) 
— are eminently predictable, 
though the plot kicks enough 
into gear by this point to lure 
one through to the tragic but 
hopeful ending. 



In the front of The Drey¬ 
fus Affair, Lefcourt thanks 
his editor, “who bought this 
book on a one-sentence pitch 
and never looked back.” The 
book reads like a “one-sen¬ 
tence pitch,” a phrase one as¬ 
sociates more closely with 
Hollywood. And what a sur¬ 
prise (really): prior to its pub¬ 
lication, two producers from 
Disney optioned The Dreyfus 
Affair for a possible film ver¬ 
sion, reported Variety this 
spring. 

It’s the kind of gay story 
Hollywood makes once every 
decade (Making Love was 
the 1980s entry), and since it’s 
got, as the Neiman-Marcus se¬ 
curity chief so indelicately 
puts it, “Faggotry and misce¬ 
genation! In broad daylight!” 
if the project gets off the 
ground, the media will track 
it from start to finish. And 
we’ll all have to be happy this 
story is “reaching so many 
more people” than would a 
truly perceptive look at gay 
life and coming out. ▼

Loving in Fear: An Anthology of Lesbian and Gay Survivors of Childhood Sexual Abuse 
edited by Queer Press Collective; Queer Press, $10.95 

She Who Was Lost Is Remembered: Healing From Incest Through Creativity 
edited by Louise M. Wisechild; Seal Press, $18.95 


Oil and Gasoline: A Story of Two Survivors 

by Billi Gordon and Taylor-Anne Wentworth; Alyson, $8.95

I don’t know whether to 
be glad that incest sur¬ 
vivors are telling their 
stories out loud or furi¬ 
ous that there are so many 
stories to be told. Perhaps I 
must be both. Regardless, in¬ 
cest (and the efforts made to 
heal the self from its brutal 
effects) has become a very hot 
topic. Three new works take 
different approaches with 
varying levels of success. 

Loving in Fear is a collec¬ 
tion of personal testimonies 
about, and responses to, in¬ 
cest, written by lesbian and 
gay survivors. The writing is 
painful, with occasional 
glimpses of the possibility of 
hope that makes tolerable the 
horror of the reported experi¬ 
ences. The language is the 
powerful personal that be¬ 
comes political merely be¬ 
cause the writer has had the 
courage to speak the unspeak¬ 
able. 

Louise Karch’s forceful 
poem “Pages 202-203” res¬ 
onates with the awful alone- 


ness that so many survivors 
feel: “Hallmark doesn’t have 
any cards that say ‘I know 
what you did and I am going 
to kill you.7 Hallmark doesn’t 
say very much.” 

“In just having this secret,” 
says Charles in “Facing the 
Aftermath,” “I’ve always felt 
very alone, as if no one ever 
really knew me.” 

Stevi Urban declares the 
importance of breaking the si¬ 
lence in her poem “I Have No 
Name”: “It is this silence we 
have come to break like stale 
bread./ Because I know that 
as long as I am silent — I have 
no name.” 

This collection explodes 
the silence, in words that 
howl in the memory. 

★ ★ ★ 

She Who Was Lost is an 
anthology that explores the 
process of healing through 
creativity. In her introduction, 
Margaret Randall asserts, 
“The strong, healthy, whole, 
creative being who was lost 
by virtue of the crime com¬ 
mitted against her is remem¬ 



bered, reclaimed, found.” The 
act of creation enables the 
survivor to begin healing; the 
healing then frees the creative 
process. The intersection of 
the two creativities makes for 
a dynamic explosion of ener¬ 
gy- 

The collection includes cre¬ 
ative works (poems, prose, 
paintings) as well as writing 
about the creative process. 
As a fascinating look behind 
the artworks into the mind

The Gay Goods 

Keith Haring: Future Primeval 

edited by Barry Blinderman; Abbeyville Press, $19.95 

This meaty collection of insightful articles and splen¬ 
did reproductions of Haring's work easily supersedes the 
sprightly celebrity gloss of last fall's 
biography of Haring by John Gruen. 

Not that the earlier book should be 
junked — there is little duplication of 
material between the two volumes, 
and Haring fans will want both. Those 
with a choice to make will want the 
current book, which served as the cat¬ 
alog for a major retrospective collated 
by editor Blinderman. Although Gruen's book was essen¬ 
tially a biography and Blinderman's a work of apprecia¬ 
tion and analysis, the two are differentiated more by the 
depth of the text Blinderman has collected (from William 
Burroughs, Village Voice writer Vince Aletti and Blinder¬ 
man's own essay) and, more importantly, by Blinder¬ 
man's inclusion of gay material. In Future Primeval writ¬ 
ers speak knowingly about the effects of Haring's sexu¬ 
ality and politics on his art. And besides pages of repro¬ 
ductions of Haring's early subway graffiti, this book re¬ 
produces those works in which Haring depicted gay sex¬ 
uality and its symbols — works excluded from the previ¬ 
ous book. Gruen's book was a festive celebration, but 
Blinderman's has the goods, particularly the gay goods.

A Novel in Search of Congruity 

A Certain Discontent 
by Cleve Boutell; Naiad, $9.95 

A Certain Discontent is set during the late 1940s — 
the interval between Hitler and McCarthy, between the 
hot and cold wars — an odd, not easily definable time. 
Joanna, who lives with her Aunt Beatrice, meets and 
falls in love with Vicki. They live together, go to school, 
have sex, become proto-feminists, break up, discover 
hidden lesbian histories and challenge the monogamy 
choice at fairly regular intervals. 

Boutell has chosen to use multiple first-person narra¬ 
tors to tell her tale. Unfortunately, since each narrator is 
indistinguishable from the others, their varying points of 
view are extremely confusing. Add to that confusion 
Boutell's unpleasant tendency to write the longest in¬ 
complete sentences that I've encountered in fiction 
(e.g., "Karin-Lee Burnquist, suffocating painlessly in a 
fortune of milling and grain interests, and Maddie Tolies 
whose apparently endless stream of wealth had been 
floating down for generations on the same chain-bound 
islands of timber, thick as the ore boats on Lake Superi¬ 
or, that provided Jessi's own."), and the result is a mish¬ 
mash in search of congruity, a novel with neither inter¬ 
esting characters or compelling plot to recommend itself.

Ironies andjuxtapositions 

The Gay Decades — From Stonewall to the Present: 

People and Events That Shaped Gay Lives 
by Leigh W. Rutledge; Plume, $12 

If lists fascinate you, read Leigh Rutledge's books. Lit¬ 
tle juxtapositions, enhanced by the random hand or cir¬ 
cumstance, may emerge and delight you. Patterns will 
proclaim themselves, and even, Rutledge points out 
helpfully in his brief introduction, a "mentality" or two. 
The Gay Decades is a timeline; Rutledge, as its compiler, 
has selected certain events which mostly, he explains, 
refer to gay men, though lesbians do appear. 

Beginning on June 22, 1969, with the death of Judy 
Garland, Rutledge lines up a series 
of events, alternately humorous, 
terrifying, mundane and sad. For 
example, on May 14, 1981, "The 
Reagan administration cancels a 
White House subscription to The 
Advocate. ... Quips the newspaper, 

'Maybe Nancy dislikes the pink sec¬ 
tion' on May 15, "In the midst of 
Lesbian/Gay Awareness Week at 
the University of Florida, a fraternity-circulated petition 
asserting that 'Homosexuals need bullets — not accep¬ 
tance' draws the signatures of almost fifty people"; and, 
on June 3, "A Maryland court upholds a state law making 
oral sex — between homosexuals or heterosexuals — a 
crime. The court's written decision quotes heavily from 
Deuteronomy, Leviticus, and Exodus." 

This is an informative book that some people will find 
entertaining. Historically, the book is valuable only in 
context; "it is not all-inclusive," as Rutledge points out. 
When you're reading this book at parties, or while sitting 
on the john, you'll pick up some intriguing bits of trivia, 
have your memory jogged, or find a startling irony leap¬ 
ing up at you from off the page. But the conclusions will 
be yours alone to draw, and the connections remain to 
be made. — Vicky Greenbaum 




Scripts That Resound With Passion 


Making, Out: Plays by Gay Men 

edited by Robert Wallace; Coach House, $16.95

I suppose the place to 
start this review is with 
the title, a pair of words 
that explodes in evoca¬ 
tive puns and provocative 
metaphors. Making, Out is 
about the act of creation 
(making) and the effect that a 
deliberate choice to be out of 
the closet has on the creative 
impulse. 

The title also intimates (pun 
intended) an overt interest in 
sexuality (making out), specif¬ 
ically gay sexuality (making 
out while out; making while 
making out; making, out 
while making out) that cele¬ 
brates itself all the while in¬ 
sisting on being acknowl¬ 
edged. 

In his introduction, “Mak¬ 
ing Out Positions,” Robert 
Wallace explains the necessi¬ 
ty of insisting upon the gay¬ 
ness of gay playwrights. With¬ 
out that insistence, gay writ¬ 
ers disappear or, at least, gay¬ 
ness does: 

“When an author’s homo¬ 
sexuality isn’t immediately 
evident, it need not be dis¬ 
cussed. ... Most writing has 
traditionally been heterosexu¬ 
al, not by declaration but by 
implication. Men and women 


are assumed to be heterosex¬ 
ual until proved otherwise.” 

Wallace’s essay is a fine 
explication of the arguments 
about canons of literature that 
are currently raging in univer¬ 
sities all over the world. 

But, introduction aside, the 
play’s the thing. The scripts 
in this collection range in 
style from realism to abstract 
expressionism to musical 
comedy and in subject matter 
from art history to teenage 
sex to the meaning of mean¬ 
ing itself. 

Each play explores a 
world through the play¬ 
wright’s notion of his own 
gay sensibility. Each play of¬ 
fers an extraordinarily re¬ 
warding experience to the 
reader. I suspect that each 
would be an astonishing ad¬ 
venture in the theatre. 

Colin Thomas’ Flesh and 
Blood is a haunting, heart¬ 
breaking piece about the 
states of love and war that ex¬ 
ist between brothers. David 
Demchuk’s Touch: A Play for 
Two explores issues around 
pornography and sexuality. 
2-2-Tango: A Two-Man-One- 
Man-Show by Daniel 
Maclvor evokes the free¬ 
wheeling sexuality that was 
gay life in the ’70s in an ex¬ 



plosion of sound and move¬ 
ment that dances while it 
speaks and listens while it 
sings. 

Somebody famous, Lope 
de Vega maybe, said that all 
that was needed to make the¬ 
atre was bare boards, two ac¬ 
tors and a passion. This ax¬ 
iom is wonderfully illustrated 
by the plays in Making, Out. 
A passion to write, to testify, 
to insist on life in the face of 
death, on love in the face of 
hatred—these scripts resound 
with passion. 

Attention Theatre Rhino: 
Don’t you need to consider 
staging some or all of these 
plays? ▼

The Triumph of Butch/Femme 


The Persistent Desire: A Femme-Butch Reader 

edited by Joan Nestle; Alyson, $14.95

I n one of her own contri¬ 
butions to the com¬ 
pelling and superbly as¬ 
sembled Femme-Butch 
Reader, editor Joan Nestle 
articulates the expression of 
desire and resistance evident 
in the writings of the over 70 
contributors to this very im¬ 
portant historical and cultural 
collection. She contends that 
butch/femme is “not an intel¬ 
lectual exercise,” “not a set of 
theories” nor “phony hetero¬ 
sexual replicas” but rather 
“complex erotic and social 
statements.” 

This rich, dense anthology 
includes the voices of women 
from a wide range of class, 
ethnic and racial back¬ 
grounds, who convey their 
stories through oral histories, 
letters, journals, essays, fiction 


and poetry. Its scope is inter¬ 
national and intergenera- 
tional, with a focus on women 
in the United States. 

The first of the book’s two 
sections begins with an 1843 
letter of William Cullen 
Bryant regarding “two maid¬ 
en ladies” who “slept on the 
same pillow and had a com¬ 
mon purse” and Radclyffe 
Hall’s story, “Miss Ogilvy,” 
then moves into the experi¬ 
ences of a number of women 
of the butch-femme urban bar 
culture of the late 1940s 
through the early 1960s and 
from there into 1970s lesbian- 
feminism. 

Survival Strategies 

Many personal accounts of 
older women detail life in the 
’50s and the strict codes of 
dress and behavior (particu¬ 
larly for hutches). Merril

Mushroom’s “How the Butch 
Does It: 1959” captures the 
butch’s careful combing of 
her hair into the “perfect 
duck’s ass” and precise man¬ 
ner of playing pool, both ac¬ 
complished with the ubiqui¬ 
tous pack of Camels and Zip¬ 
po lighter. 

Others describe the bar 
culture, the survival strategies 
of those subject to police ha¬ 
rassment and assault on the 
streets, and the double edge 
of being obviously either 
butch or femme. The solitary 
butch was often a visible tar¬ 
get, but at night frequently 
had some measure of protec¬ 
tion if mistaken for a man; 
the lone femme had an easier 
time passing in the straight 
world. 

However, when seen to¬ 
gether, their lesbianism was 
broadcast, and both might be 
subject to verbal and physical 
attack. Nestle calls the butch- 
femme couples of the ’50s 
“the front-line warriors 
against sexual bigotry.” 

The lesbian-feminism of 
the 1970s, the homogeneous 
tenet of primarily white mid¬ 
dle-class feminists, shunned 
butch/femme as an aping of 
heterosexual (and heterosex¬ 
ist) relations, and in particular 
refused to recognize that 
femmes could actually be 
feminists. In some respects, 
lesbian-feminism, as the agen¬ 
da of a few to be followed by 
the many, might be seen as a 
phase necessary to the growth 
and politicizing of the con¬ 
temporary women’s/lesbian 
communities.

No Pumps, No Penetration 

Unfortunately, it was a 
phase about as much fun as 
adolescence, and as it was 
utopian in theory, it was op¬ 
pressive in practice. Femmes 
in particular had a difficult 
time adhering to the dictates 
of the androgynous ideal of the 
dyke (but we did), and few 
were comfortable in eschewing 
the essence of their femme- 
ness, giving up pumps and 
penetration. 

This politically correct con¬ 
struction censored any devia¬ 
tion from it, and so we en¬ 
dured years of flannel shirts 
and jeans, threw away our 
makeup, bought the rhetoric, 
and joined the “movement.” 
Jeanne Cordova describes the 
endurance of her “ornery spir¬ 
it’’ — definitely butch — 
through this period, during 
which she briefly gave over to 
“the larger struggle.” Butch 
was tolerated, but femme was 
virtually erased. 

The 1980s renaissance of 
butch/femme has been relief, 
rescue and reaffirmation to

Love You to Death 

by Grant Michaels; St. Martin's Press, $18.95

M ysteries fall natu¬ 
rally into the re¬ 
laxed category of 
Summer Reading 
— books of which we ask only 
that they keep us entertained 
for a few idle hours. Love 
You to Death, the new Stan 
Kraychik mystery by Grant 
Michaels, amply fulfills this 
requirement. What Kraychik 
lacks in hard-boiled detective 
grittiness, he makes up for in 
ebullient hairdresser chatti¬ 
ness, and there are enough 
hard bodies falling, to the 
floor or into Kraychik’s bed 
to keep almost everyone satis¬ 
fied. 

Stan Kraychik (hairdresser 
extraordinaire of Snips salon) 
appeared last year in A Body 
to Dye For. In this first mys¬ 
tery, Michaels committed the 
unpardonable sin of killing 
off his sexiest character at the 
beginning. Since the plot was 
nonsensical to start with, in¬ 
volving twists and travels im¬ 
probable even for a giddy 
queen, this erotic deficiency 
left the reader (and Stan) 
waiting for a climax that nev¬ 
er quite came. 

Fortunately, in Love You 


to Death, Michaels keeps the 
obligatory hunk character (a 
French/Armenian candy man 
named Rafik) around for the 
duration, and even throws in 
a sex scene with the requisite 
details: “He drags his heavy 
pouch back and forth across 
my belly,” etc. 

These salacious mechanics 
are probably necessary, since 
without them the plot would 
go limp. Stan’s fun is all in 
the telling. For better or 
worse, Grant Michaels es¬ 
chews the Joseph Hansen 
model of terse, tough detec¬ 
tive man-speak for a girlish 
gabfest that would make Nan¬ 
cy Drew blush. 

Let’s not mince words: 
Stan Kraychik is a chatterbox 
— but a lovably wicked chat¬ 
terbox. Here’s his description 
of snob hostess Liz Carlini, 
who’s just taken a swig of 
sparkling water down the 
wrong pipe: 

She looked out over the 
crowd as she tried to explain 
the coughing away. “Excuse 
me, please. I seem to be so 
excited by this whole event, 
I’m afraid I’m forgetting my¬ 
self.’’ 

Whoever that is, I thought. 

The errant droplets lin- 


those of us who identify as 
femmes or hutches. The sec¬ 
ond part of The Persistent De¬ 
sire reveals its contemporary 
manifestation as a continuum 
of possibilities, in which the 
butchy femme and femmy 
butch, as well as flipping, 
switching and just plain play¬ 
ing, are prevalent. Kitty Tsui 
notes the “hard eye-to-eye look 
from another butch as she 
sizes me up as competition — 
or her next conquest.” 

For Mykel Johnson, “being 
in the gaze of a butch lesbian 
gives me the courage to risk 
the femme power of erotic dis¬ 
play ... my lovers and I might 
be fluid about who is in a 
butch mode or a femme mode 
at any given moment, but we 
still play with this particular 
erotic polarity.” Lee Lynch 
asks, “Who is more 
womanly/than the stone 
butch?” 

Joan Parkin and Amanda 
Prosser write incisively as a 
butch-femme academic couple 
of “how our sexual pleasures 
have from the beginning re¬ 
fused to remain hidden behind 
the bedroom door, how they 
have always been inscribed in 
a public (academic) space, how 
our definitive feature of ex¬ 
ceeding privatization can be 
read as a valid political ges¬ 
ture.” 

Gayle Rubin raises the issue 
of the reception of transsexuals 
in our communities. Arlene Is- 
tar notes that “we have limited 
our options by desexualizing 
our community. The rhetoric 
says that we develop our poli¬ 
tics from our personal experi¬ 
ences, except, of course, when 
our personal experience is too 
sexy.” Butch/femme, in surviv¬ 
ing attempts to erase it, chal¬ 
lenges that, reclaims sex and 
sexuality, opening up erotic 
territory for all of us to ex¬ 
plore. ▼ 


gered in her throat, teetering 
between trachea and esopha¬ 
gus, while Liz waited impa¬ 
tiently for their decision. I 
wanted to tell her to relax 
her throat, which would help 
the water go where it be¬ 
longed. Instead I remained 
silent and watched the tears 
well up in her eyes as she re¬ 
sisted the urge to cough. 

It’s hard not to like some¬ 
one this hateful. 

On the other hand, 
Michaels’ mysteries are not 
the sort to keep you up late at 
night, furiously turning the 
pages and darting fearful 
glances at shadows lurking in 
the corner. The suspense is 
adequate but not unrelenting, 
and the murderers’ crimes are 
as often against fashion as 
against humanity — if there’s a 
difference. 

There are also some good 
tips on how not to ravage 
your remaining follicles and 
even some revelations of 
what that charming man who 
styles your hair so cheerfully 
may actually be thinking as 
he plies the roots of your ru¬ 
ined scalp. However, if he’s 
anything like Stan, those are 
mysteries better left unsolved.

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Too Much of Too Little 

Almost History 

by Christopher Bram; Donald I. Fine, $22.50

C hristopher Bram is a 
fine writer who 
writes with such fine 
intentions that it 
seems mean-spirited to accuse 
him of giving us too much of 
too little. Yet Bram’s new 
novel Almost History — a 
fat book which spans three 
decades, two hemispheres, a 
coup and a revolution — is 
surprisingly thin in substance. 

The focus of Almost Histo¬ 
ry is the career of Jim

Goodall, a Foreign Service of¬ 
ficer located in the Philip¬ 
pines during the Marcos era, 
an agent of imperialism torn 
between duty and desire. Un¬ 
fortunately, Goodall turns out 
to be a pretty dull fellow. He 
is neither the ethical man of 
action he imagines himself to 
be nor the mild-mannered 
hero Bram wishes to present. 
He’s merely a man without 
qualities who survives for far 
too many pages. 

As a rule, in political nov¬ 
els the main character func¬ 
tions as a cipher for the world 
around him, his ideals being 
the flip side of the realpolitik 
he must confront. But in Al¬ 
most History something 
stranger occurs. Because 
Goodall is such a colorless 
character, the world he re¬ 
flects loses all of its color. 
When the big names stride 
onstage — Nixon, Marcos, 
Imelda — they become as 
bland as Goodall. Almost 
History is a historical novel 
in which the characters are al¬ 
most absent. 

This sense of vacancy is 
doubly curious because Bram 
is such a connoisseur of de¬ 
tail. In both Surprising My-

self and In Memory of Angel 
Clare, his characters are dis¬ 
tinguished not so much by 
their life histories as by the 
myriad ways in which each 
responds to identical sets of 
circumstances. It often re¬ 
quires a second reading to ap¬ 
preciate how skillfully Bram 
has constructed the psychody¬ 
namics of his scenes. 


Unintentional Comedy 

On the other hand, Bram 
seems to lose his bearings 
whenever he involves his 
characters in political in¬

trigue. In Hold Tight, a nov¬ 
el in which the U.S. Navy em¬ 
ploys a sailor as an agent in a 
homosexual bordello, the 
characters become increasing¬ 
ly absurd with each twist in 
its complicated plot. The un¬ 
intentional comedy of “spy 
versus spy” undermines the 
delicate balance Bram 
achieves when his characters 
respond to each other emo¬ 
tionally and finally leaves the 
book in limbo. A similar crit¬ 
icism applies to Almost Histo¬ 
ry- 

In the first version of the 


novel (a short story entitled 
“Meeting Imelda Marcos”), 
Bram focused on Jim 
Goodall’s improbable seduc¬ 
tion of his niece’s boyfriend 
Doug. Bram got all the details 
right, from the coy tricks each 
man uses to maneuver the 
other man into bed to the 
awkward intimacy of the 
morning after. His revision of 
this episode in Almost Histo¬ 
ry is the best scene in the 
book; it tells the reader more 
about Jim Goodall than any¬ 
thing which precedes or fol¬ 
lows. 

However, in the novel 
Bram dispenses with Doug 
and Jim as soon as their rela¬ 
tionship gets interesting and 
shifts the story to the trou¬ 
bled bond between Jim and 
his niece Meg (who in Jim’s 
eyes represents the ethical al¬ 
ternative to the sordid realm 
of international politics). 

For Bram this relationship 
seems to offer the more inter¬ 
esting set of narrative possi¬ 
bilities. It may indeed, but at 
least in its present version it 
seems long-winded and over¬ 
determined, and lacks the 
light touch that distinguishes 
his earlier work. I admire 
Bram’s ambition in trying to 
write beyond the sub-genre of 
“gay fiction,” but he should 
probably leave the unhappy 
history of American imperial¬ 
ism to Gore Vidal. ▼ 


What Matters Then? 

Red Creek: A Requiem 

by Margaret Robison; Amherst Writers and Artists Press, $9

T hose who feel that a 
text should be read in¬ 
dependently of refer¬ 
ence to the author’s 
life and circumstances won’t 
want to know about what’s 
been happening to Margaret 
Robison lately. Such text-cen¬ 
tered readers won’t want to 
know about her sexuality, 
only about her poems. 

And Red Creek will satis¬ 
fy them as an independent 
text, full of evocative lan¬ 
guage, mythic resonances and 
the narrative elegance that 
clothes so many recent poetic 
offerings. 

These poems are some¬ 
times stories, offering little 
mysteries, about the inhabi¬ 
tants of a Georgia town the 
poet imagined into being. 

In Red Creek, narratives 
alternate with small interjec¬ 
tions, wise epigrammatic in¬ 
serts lending the whole a co¬ 
herence like the light which is 
Robison’s dominant image, 
along with blood. For in¬ 
stance, the entr’acte to Part 
III: 

What matters then? 
Poetry matters, and the 
line 

that will not break 
under the weight of histo¬ 
ry. 

What matters then? 

A single gardenia broken 
from the dark-leafed bush. 
What matters then? 

The dark-leafed bush. 
What matters then? 

The gardenia. 

Such fragments stand like 
islands amid the river of nar¬ 


rative, expressing in 
metaphor the power of lives, 
like flowers, in a pastoral 
landscape. 

The cast of characters, 
floating and submerging and 
surfacing again, includes a 
girl, a Gypsy, three men in 
dark suits and a variety of 
townsfolk who find pain, par¬ 
ticipate in mystery, die and 
are the subject of each sec¬ 
tion’s grief. 

Robison has written a re¬ 
quiem for the imagined order 
of a land she created in her 
mind, peopling it with those 
who were symbols or real — 
even strict defenders of textu¬ 
al integrity may find them¬ 
selves wondering which. 

There’s hardly any hint in 
this volume that, after suffer¬ 
ing a stroke in 1989 that left 
her handicapped, lesbian poet 
Margaret Robison was unable 
to speak, walk or leave her 
wheelchair. Born in Georgia, 
she now lives in Shelburne 
Falls, a mountain town, tiny, 
bisected by a river in western 
Massachusetts. The struggle 
to regain her abilities may 
have borne fruit in this vol¬ 
ume and in the upcoming col¬ 
lection on stroke-victim sur¬ 
vival. 

But there are few clues in 
Robison’s verse to such extra- 
textual matters. Full of im¬ 
ages of blood, water and light, 
her poems are deeply mov¬ 
ing, and if the reader has re¬ 
cently experienced a loss, 
their power multiplies. Amid 
tearing images of sorrow and 
the bitter feel of edges, Robi¬ 
son finds a hopeful cadence, 
rooted in mythic archetypes- ▼

Homophobia: How We All Pay the Price 

edited by Warren J. Blumenfeld; Beacon Press, $30 (cloth), $17 (paper)

I ’ve been wondering how 
long it would be before 
someone discovered that 
homophobia hurts ev¬ 
eryone, that the fabric of life 
is damaged by any kind of 
hate, that diversity is a gift. In 
the priceless Homophobia: 
How We All Pay the Price, 
gay activist Warren Blumen¬ 
feld assembles a series of fas¬ 
cinating pieces by authors 
who are gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al and straight. 

Eighteen writers examine 
four aspects of hatred toward 
gays. First, Blumenfeld and 
four others look at the rela¬ 
tionship between homophobia 
and other oppressions, like 
sexism and racism. Section 
Two, entitled “Children, Fam¬ 
ilies and Homophobia,” con¬ 
tains first-person accounts 
about the effect of homopho¬ 
bia on family relationships, as 
evidenced by teen suicides, di¬ 
vided families and the life of 
closeted spouses. 

Next, we read about man¬ 
ifestations of homophobia in 
the public sphere, including a 
fascinating account by San 
Francisco’s own Carmen 
Vazquez. The volume con¬ 
cludes with a section called 
“Breaking Free,” full of possi¬ 
ble solutions to homophobia 
and its problems. 

The idea to fight is, accord¬ 


ing to Blumenfeld, that homo¬ 
phobia is the last acceptable 
prejudice — the final species 
of hate that’s OK, that can be 
aired publicly by anyone 
without guilt, that’s a natural 
brand of despising and there¬ 
fore beyond rebuke. The in¬ 
troduction contains a clear, 
systematic analysis of why 
and how homophobia works. 
Various authors advance their 
ideas about the roots of ho¬ 
mophobia, its consequences 
and antidotes. 

Carmen Vazquez believes 
that homophobic violence is 
triggered by “gender betray¬ 
al” when women “act like” 
men and men “act like” wom¬ 
en. Homophobes, according 
to Vazquez, keep saying, 
“They shouldn’t act like that.” 

Cooper Thompson, in his 
essay on “Being Heterosexual 
in a Homophobic World,” 
shows how heterosexuals are 
narrowed by homophobia: “I 
believe that we are profound¬ 
ly hurt (by homophobia). The 
fear of being thought homo¬ 
sexual keeps us from being 
intimate with same-sex 
friends.” Thompson goes on 
to detail other ways in which 
homophobia provides “a dis¬ 
torted sense of reality.” 

Perhaps most vital of all, 
Diane Elze examines the ef¬ 
fects of internalized homopho¬ 
bia on young people, gay and 
straight, in her perceptively ti¬ 


tled piece “It Has Nothing to 
Do With Me.” She gently 
challenges denial and fear 
through first-person accounts 
by students of all ages, who 
tell us things like “I remem¬ 
ber a friend of mine who was 
sleeping with a lot of men. I 
overheard someone asking 
her why she was going to 
screw this one guy who was a 
real loser, and she said, ‘If I 
don’t people will think I’m a 
dyke.’ She was only 13 at the 
time.” 

Finally, Walter Williams’ 
look at “Benefits for Nonho¬ 
mophobic Societies” includes 
an informative glance at var¬ 
ious Indian cultures’ way of 
accepting homosexuality: 
“Rather than wasting time 
and energy trying to suppress 
their true nature or assuming 
an unsuitable role, (homosex¬ 
uals) are encouraged to see 
their uniqueness as a special 
spiritual gift ... to maximize 
their capabilities to help oth¬ 
ers. A Crow elder told me, 
‘We don’t waste people the 
way white society does.’ ” 

Full of such insights, Blu- 
menfeld’s Homophobia will 
play a vital role toward incit¬ 
ing change. You may want to 
send it to straight friends and 
to read it yourself as the per¬ 
fect antidote for any scraps of 
internalized homophobia that 
yet may lurk in the closets of 
your mind. ▼

A Necessary Education 

Teens With AIDS Speak Out 
by Mary Kittredge; Messner, $8.95 

Packed with life stories and just 
enough statistics to give it punch, 
this book is aimed at teen readers 
who need to be educated about 
AIDS. Topics include what it's like to have unsafe sex, 
how it feels to develop the disease, telling your parents, 
dealing with peer flak and what to do if you're afraid 
you might be positive. The language is plain and direct. 

Teens With AIDS contains an important balance be¬ 
tween heterosexual and homosexual experience and al¬ 
lows teens with AIDS to tell their stories themselves. 
High school student Michael details his confusion about 
whether to like guys or girls. This is his sad response to 
homophobia: "I am learning to act really straight... . 
There's a guy in class, he acts homosexual, and I tease 
him just like the others do. ... It keeps the teasing away 
from me/' Mike goes on to talk about how he got AIDS 
from a male lover 20 years his senior; like many of the 
kids whose stories Kittredge tells, he was a victim of 
someone else's denial about having the disease. 

Refreshingly, these stories are told without any hint 
of judgment against the participants. Kittredge lets the 
voices speak for themselves. Occasionally, she slips in 
a cautionary statement, usually with just the right note 
of detachment, like ''Mike didn't get the virus because 
he had sexual contact with another guy or because the 
person ... was older. Mike got the virus ... because the 
person he had sex with happened to have it." For a 
slightly homophobic young reader, these reminders 
might come in handy. _ Vicky Greenbaum 

Original Cartographer 

Maps to Anywhere 
by Bernard Cooper; Penguin, $9 

Early in this provocative collection, the author fanta¬ 
sizes he is at Florian's Cafe on the Piazza San Marco, 
Venice. He inadvertently summons to his table a 
tanned, handsome young Venetian named Sandro, with 
whom he instantly falls in love. Just as quickly, the inci¬ 
dent is gone, as are so many of the other images, inci¬ 
dents, quotes and ruminations Bernard Cooper arranges 
artlessly but meaningfully in these essays. The reader 
realizes a gay man is writing to him/her, but very little 
else is made of that point, quite an intriguing difference 
from all the "out" men and women who would blare 
their gayness repetitively. 

Though his general subject, California culture in the 
late 20th century, is hardly unique, his treatment, se¬ 
lection and combination of themes make it special. In 
the title essay, Cooper shops for a world globe on his 
lunch hour; contends with a saleswoman in love with 
geography; then heads back to work with the globe un¬ 
der his arm, passing Echo Lake, which is once again full 
after a drainage operation. The romance of faraway 
places has been mixed with topographical accuracy and 
the attraction of a specific place in the sun for a univer¬ 
sal human experience. 

Balancing such experiences are compassionate mem¬ 
oirs, like the remembrance of his brother's gradual 
death from leukemia and Cooper's frank admiration of 
his swimmer's build, now wasting. — Marv. Shaw 

Classic Revised 

Gay American History: Lesbians and Gay Men in the 

U.S.A., revised edition 
by Jonathan Ned Katz; Plume, $20 

Want to read up on the post-World 
War II homosexual witch hunts? Fa¬ 
vorite 19th- (cold sitz baths, castra¬ 
tion) and 20th-century (hypnosis, 
lobotomy, aversion therapy) cures for 
homosexuality? Civil War soldiers 
who slept with Walt Whitman? Tales 
of "passing women" (who lived as 
men)? Reaction in 1926 to the New 
York opening of the French lesbian 
drama The Captive? These and ever 
so many more previously submerged 
snippets of our history resurface in 
the still vital Gay American History, first published in 
1976. This trade paperback reprint (minus one entry 
the author was denied permission to include again) con¬ 
tains an updated bibliography and a new preface. What 
impresses again is the breadth of material — we truly 
were everywhere, though largely invisible. Katz's book 
shattered that invisibility and in the process revealed 
the social mechanisms — governmental, religious, "sci¬ 
entific" — that perpetuated unfounded prejudice against 
lesbians and gay men. As does the best historical re¬ 
search, this volume sheds invaluable light on the pre¬ 
sent. — Daniel Mangin

Holocaust Hell 

by Jerry Metzker 


B erlin Angels, produced 
by Canada’s JumpStart, 
is a combination of 
dance, music, spoken 
word and lighting effects 
which follows no traditional 
linear path. Instead, the dra¬ 
matic tension is constructed by 
the amalgamation of ideas, im¬ 
ages and situations. 

This production explores 
the myth of Orpheus and 
Eurydice and is set in World 
War II Berlin. Dr. Otto Schel- 
ling, haunted by the suicide of 
his first wife Eurydice, de¬ 
scends into the underworld of 
death camps with his second 
wife Hertha in order to locate 
and confront the pain. What he 
cannot do is remember the 
details of Eurydice’s death. 

Four performers carry, the 
piece and, thanks to John 
Carter’s lighting design, never 
see the light of day or hope. 
Carter’s lighting has an uncan¬ 
ny way of creating an at¬ 
mosphere which is just shy of

darkness, as if the entire world 
hides in the basement, waiting 
for the air raids to cease and 
the sun to rise. 

Stumbling Blindly 

Andrew Mcllroy as Otto 
stumbles blindly through the 
nightmare, a lost soul unable to 



reconcile the past, unable to 
live in the present and unable 
to proceed into the future. 
When he is alone onstage, the 
mood is often contemplative, 
expressed in faltering speeches. 


When he shares the stage with 
any of the others, however, 
chaos and conflict ensue, 
presented in abrupt and tense 
dances. 

Eurydice’s ghost serves as 


beckoning siren and pas¬ 
sionate guide. Fides Krucker’s 
rich soprano fills the air, sur¬ 
rounding the situations like 
fog. Raymond Milne as death, 
the ever-present and ever- 
welcome dancer, seems all the 
more graceful and powerful by 
being dressed not in a typical¬ 
ly symbolic, tight-fitting 
dancer’s costume but in dress 
slacks, shirt and overcoat. 
Death is not an unspeakable 
horror, but an active and some¬ 
times tender part of the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The most powerful and 
most intricate role of all 
belongs to Rita Bozi as Hertha, 
whose love for and devotion to 
her husband commit her to his 
anguished, chaotic world and 
allow her to be reborn as the 
voice of the Holocaust victims. 
Whereas Otto’s journey results 
only in the recovery of his 
memory, Hertha’s results in 
the fulfillment of the dramatic 
promise. As Eurydice sings of 
“unspeakable things,” Hertha’s 
final dance reveals her new life 
and closes the show. ▼

Love Junkie 

by Robert Plunket; HarperCollins, $20

T he book jacket says it 
all: an illustration of a 
well-dressed woman 
lying on the ground, 
clutching the bare calves of a 
brief-clad stud. It’s a telling 
image: a woman with no 
pride; an aloof, probably gay, 
man. These are the two main 
elements of Love Junkie, the 
potentially interesting second 
novel from gossip columnist 
Robert Plunket. 

Mimi Smithers is a bored, 
rich Long Island housewife 
obsessed with decorating, 
making a good impression on 
the neighbors and shopping. 
In Hunters World, she runs 
into Tom Potts, who once es¬ 
corted Mrs. John D. Rocke¬ 
feller III to a party Mimi 
threw. Tom — witty, cul¬ 
tured, arrogant and known 
for taking strays under his 
wing — invites Mimi out for 
cocktails and offers her a job 
in his arts company. Mimi, 
blinded by Tom’s glamour, 
accepts, and so begins her in¬ 
doctrination into the New 
York gay world of the early 
’80s. 

Although Tom’s homosex¬ 
uality is immediately obvious 
to the reader, Mimi initially 
has no idea. She develops a 
crush on him, and since he 
expresses little interest in her 
beyond infrequent conversa¬ 
tions about style, she concocts 
ways to impress him. She 
puts in extra hours at the of¬ 
fice and accompanies him on 
social outings. She agrees 
with everything he says. 
Eventually, he begrudgingly 
invites her to spend a week¬ 
end on Fire Island, a disaster 
from the second she boards 
the ferry. 

Dazzled by Star 

On the trip back from the 
island, Mimi runs into Joel, a 
superstar in the gay porno 
world whose fine physique 
dazzled her at a concert in 
Central Park she attended 


with Tom earlier in the sum¬ 
mer. She drives Joel into the 
city and quickly ingratiates 
herself. 

Joel makes money selling 
his dirty underwear through 
the mail. Mimi offers to help 
him with his business. Joel is 
writing a screenplay and is 
having trouble raising the 
capital needed to film it. 
Mimi types the script, then fi¬ 
nances the production. One of 
the actresses needed for a les¬ 
bian sex scene doesn’t show 
up. Mimi offers her services. 
She has her beloved epileptic 
dog put to sleep because its 
yelping interrupts shooting. 

Eventually, she treats Joel 
to a cruise on the QE2. He 
drugs her so he can freely 
court a gay Hollywood star 
on board who is interested in 
helping Joel with his career. 
Despite repeatedly being used 
and abused, Mimi never loses 
sight of her social ambitions. 

Fatal Flaw 

Love Junkie is severely 
flawed, beginning with the 
point of view. Plunket tells 
Mimi’s story in first person. 
Now, I have no problem with 
a male writer slipping on a 
dress, so to speak, and using 
the “I” voice for a female 
character. A good writer can 
make any character believ¬ 
able, regardless of gender. 
But the main reason for 
choosing to use first person is 
to make the reader feel inti¬ 
mate with the narrator. It al-

scene or subject from awk¬ 
ward angles. At other times it 
wanders off on its own 
through buildings and lobbies 
for longish takes that have no 
immediately obvious relation¬ 
ship to the characters or the 
narrative situation. This is 
more invigorating than frus¬ 
trating, as if the filmmaker 
were nudging us to “take a 
break from the draggy story 
and these self-indulgent peo¬ 
ple.” 

Sitting at the Opera Plaza 
watching Vermeers (not a 
press screening) with a batch 
of intrigued and attentive 
moviegoers was a fascinating 
experience. It wasn’t too long 
ago that your run-of-the-mill 
audience wouldn’t sit still for 
the art-house shenanigans of 
Vermeers, in which often 
nothing particularly happens 
for the longest time and the 
movie’s major relationship 
doesn’t shift into gear until 
more them halfway through. 

That said, Vermeers, like 
Batman Returns, is a good 
half-hour too long and in the 
end wears out its welcome. 
Why can’t the story film be 60 
or 90 minutes — better 
lengths, respectively, for Ver¬ 
meers andBatman? Haven’t 
these talented filmmakers, 
Jost and Burton, learned that 
audiences want to leave their 
seats surprised, not spent; still 
stimulated, not weary? Jost is 
a major filmmaker but over 
half of his 150 or so shots 
went on way past the point 
where one had absorbed all 
the information or feeling. 
That is the next step to mas¬ 
ter — in opposite directions — 
for both these gents. y

be better appreciated in more 
sparing servings. 

In spite of this, a few se¬ 
quences — Catwoman’s trans¬ 
formation (a ballet of furry in¬ 
toxication) and her scene with 
the Penguin involving fa¬ 
vored pets in jeopardy — 
make the film definitely 
worth seeing. The art direc¬ 
tion and visual aura are inim¬ 
itable. Perhaps Burton is 
more a set decorator than a 
director; his strength lies 
more with striking a mood 
and designing a set, but the 
narrative through-line still 
eludes him.

All the Vermeers in New 
York owes much of its 
glacial obsession with the rich 
and the shallow to the politi¬ 
cal cinema of Godard. Indeed, 
the film’s strongest scenes are 
long-take interviews of the 
protagonists that strike a fine 
balance between improvisa¬ 
tion and careful plotting. 

This is elegant, playful sto¬ 
ry cinema at its best. A tricky 
Hitchcockian point-of-view 
switch repeats two takes of 
the same scene from different 
vantage points. The second 
shot cagily reveals to the 
viewer the key clue omitted 
from the first. Costume 
changes within a supposedly 
continuous scene toy with 
matters of screen time. 

Jost begins with merciless 
scrutiny of his spoiled, yuppie 
trio of leads — the power bro¬ 
ker Mark; the Jean Se- 
bergesque floating actress 
Anna, a poisonous French 
gamine; and her dippy room¬ 
mate Felicity, a trust-fund 
blight killing time in the posh 
art world. The director also 
tosses in a few red-herring 
characters whom he then 
doesn’t bother to follow up, 
as well as some gallery own¬ 
ers, collectors and other art- 
world denizens whom he 
does. 

Jost knows that one of the 
more intelligent qualities of 
film is its ability to change 
our minds, to offer us one 
slant on a character or con¬ 
cept and then to upend that 
stance with another. Ver¬ 
meers bravely asks us to take 
another look at some of these 
initially unlikable people. 
They begin to have unexpect¬ 
ed range and resonances and 
we’re forced to revise those 
first snap, smug impressions. 

Often the camera will be 
in unfamiliar territory (for a 
traditional narrative film), cut¬ 
ting off faces above the top 
frame, or looking down at a 


time, of i epose, is way off. 

What begins as exhilara¬ 
tion in Batman dissolves af¬ 
ter two-plus hours into ex¬ 
haustion — there are just too 
many rides on the roller 
coaster. Burton seems mysti¬ 
fied by pace — the concept is 
over his head. One extrava¬ 
gant scene follows another in 
Batman — each of them high¬ 
lighted by gangbusters special 
effects, pounding explosions 
and so on. Danny Elfman’s 
moody, evocative score starts 
out a winning contribution, 
but by the time it’s been Dol- 
byized into you it becomes 
another hateful element of 
overkill. 

It’s obvious who’s chief in 
the filmmakers’ minds here: 
those abstract, perennial 
crazed-for-action 12-year-olds 
who supposedly won’t sit still 
unless mayhem and noise sire 
constantly directed their way. 
Which is too bad, because the 
more intimate and reined-in 
moments featuring the four 
consummately astute princi¬ 
pals — Michael Keaton’s 
eponymous lead, Michelle 
Pfeiffer’s mischievous Cat- 
woman, Danny DeVito’s man¬ 
ic Penguin and Christopher 
Walken’s mafioso nabob — are 
ultimately where the pleasure 
lies. Instead, Batman is like 
Thanksgiving, a gorge fest 
whose endless courses would

ALA Holds 'Part of the Family'Panel 

Gay Writers 
Speak Out 


by Marv. Shaw 

F ive feisty writers of 
gay American fiction 
spoke their minds to 
over 200 attendees at a 
panel of the American Li¬ 
brary Association’s conven¬ 
tion in San Francisco on June 
27. Titled “Part of the Family: 
Gay and Lesbian Literature 
in the Mainstream,” the two- 
hour session was moderated 
by Ray Olson, an associate ed¬ 
itor of Booklist, an ALA pub¬ 
lication. 

Though the general thrust 
of the shared views dealt with 
how gay writers live in — not 
apart from — their families, 
their communities and the 
world at large, the fiction 
writers had as many acerbic 
reactions as approving ones to 
such terms and concepts as 
“mainstream,” “family,” 
American society and the 
“crossover novel.” 

The five were Christopher 
Bram (Surprising Myself, Al¬ 
most History); Dorothy Alli¬ 
son (Trash, Bastard Out of 
Carolina ); Margaret Erhart 
(Unusual Company, Augusta 
Cotton); Michael Nava (Gold¬ 
en Boy, How Town); and Lev 
Raphael (Dancing on Tisha 
B’av, Edith Wharton’s Prison¬ 
ers of Shame). All recounted 
much of their personal lives 
and the creation of their fic¬ 
tion. 

Placing gays and lesbians 
in a family setting, Bram 
identified them as “black 
sheep,” those who at family 
gatherings are most likely to 
be exiled to the smoking 
porch and talked about after¬ 
ward in guarded phrases. He 
then questioned the meaning 
of “mainstream,” working 
into a stinging condemnation 
of reviewers who still think of 
gay novelists as “coterie writ¬ 
ers” apart from the major lit¬ 
erature of the day. 

Bram described Jim 
Goodall, the main character 
in his newest work, Almost 


History, as characteristic of 
the emerging gay prototype 
in American fiction. As a ca¬ 
reer Foreign Service officer, 
Goodall sees 30 years of 
American society, from the 
McCarthy witch-hunt days to 
now, from a strikingly differ¬ 
ent perspective, which derives 
from his gayness. Bram sees 
this perspective as a great ad¬ 
vantage and asserted that the 
American reader should real¬ 
ize, “We are everywhere. We 
are standing beside you. We 
are writing to and for each 
other. We are writing, 
through gay identity about 
things that should interest ev¬ 
eryone — the kitchen and the 
moon.” 

Dangerous Boxes 

Erhart took the position 
that the “mainstream” is quite 
broad, likening it to “a viny 
bush, not a tree. It’s more 
complex than that.” She also 
cautioned, “Let’s watch who 
we call what. Boxes are a 
danger.” 

Raphael first described his 
upbringing as the son of 
Holocaust survivors. Original¬ 
ly rejecting his Yiddish-speak¬ 
ing parents and yearning for a 
totally American identity, 
Raphael had to gradually 
work into a positive Jewish 
identity in college. In that 
same period, he fell in love 
with a fellow Jew, and the 
combination of the two posi¬ 
tive events came to form the 
basis for much of his fiction. 

“I do not believe in the 
mainstream,” Allison empha¬ 
sized and then proceeded to 
amplify why she thinks the 
term is a false one. Her main 
argument against it was that 
“all writers believe they are 
outsiders.” Therefore, each 
has a particular angle of vi¬ 
sion or slant, all of which' 
have a value to the majority. 

Allison has a definite de¬ 
sire for her fiction: “I want 
my book in every grocery 
store, where an 11-year-old

A Long Triumph

I t’s always a pity when 
brilliant performances 
are hindered by the ex¬ 
cessive length of a pro¬ 
gram, caused usually by an 
overlarge ego or two.

girl can find it and satisfy her 
longing to know someone like 
herself.” Equally critical of 
the family, even while ac¬ 
knowledging the value of her 
own, she added, “Queers are 
not supposed to live in fami¬ 
lies.” 

She sees her own upbring¬ 
ing as dependent on an ex¬ 
traordinarily loving family, 
even while abuse, including 
incest, was occurring in it. 
This extreme dichotomy has 
led her to believe that “what 
cripples also strengthens.” 

Destructive Experience 

Michael Nava, whose liter¬ 
ary reputation rests on his 
distinctive detective fiction 
about his Latino lawyer hero 
Henry Rios, sees the experi¬ 
ence of family as destructive. 
“I don’t want to be a part of 
anyone’s family,” he asserted. 
Nava believes that our secret 
lives, felt early, separate us 
from family and society gen¬ 
erally. 


But, once realized and giv¬ 
en voice, this difference en¬ 
ables the gay writer to “shine 
a light on hypocrisies and pro¬ 
mote alternative ways of be¬ 
ing.” He urged a general turn¬ 
ing away from writing about 
being gay and instead concen¬ 
trating on life’s other com¬ 
plexities. 

When questions from the 
audience were asked for, one 
for the whole panel was 
about the “crossover novel,” 
presumably a work that has 
appeal beyond its immediate 
target audience. The reaction 
was definitely negative. 

Bram stated, “It’s a mythi¬ 
cal beast.” Nevertheless, he 
thought that possibly Armis- 
tead Maupin’s work might 
qualify. However, he also crit¬ 
icized the popular notion that 
a successful crossover work is 
to be judged by its sales fig¬ 
ures done. 

Nava, who was character¬ 
ized by moderator Olson at 


one point as “having one foot 
in the Latino culture and the 
other in his own gay nature,” 
used black novelist Toni Mor¬ 
rison as an example of an au¬ 
thor whose works are appre¬ 
ciated by readers who study 
her for non-racial reasons. 

Erhart was plainly baffled 
by the term, but Allison 
called it “contemptible.” She 
explained that any gay author 
who consciously goes for such 
a label “makes a work that is 
so general that it isn’t queer 
anymore.” 

Raphael once more used 
his own work as an example, 
pointing out that he had 
achieved a following first 
with his Jewish writings and 
that these readers stayed with 
him when gay elements ap¬ 
peared in his later creations. 

Olson capped the discus¬ 
sion with this statement: “We 
have learned we can write of 
all our lives.” ▼

Limitless Vision

P hoto-text artwork, 
proclaimed by some 
as passe in recent 
years, is actually thriv¬ 
ing and revising some of the 
terms within the gay subcul¬ 
ture. By scrambling the codes

its heady narrative tricks, 
new intertextual versions of 
photo-text work critique the 
invisibly straight male muse 
often enshrined within the 
old-garde voice of conceptual¬ 
ism. It’s a new pleasure/politic 
camp of semiotics now. How 
queer. 

Texts as art objects, and as 
links to an audience’s person¬ 
al associations, in conjunction 
with photography’s peculiar, 
indexlike relationship to real¬ 
ity, or at least representation, 
appeared in two shows dur¬ 
ing Pride Week: “For Your 
Pleasure” and “On a Queer 
Day You Can See Forever.” 
Both of these exhibitions fea¬ 


tured recent experiments in 
acts of viewing, redefining 
our lingo and the gay gaze. 

In an Advocate interview 
last June, lesbian playwright 
Camille Roy talked about per¬ 
ception strategies and nam¬ 
ing. “ ‘Queer’ is a good word 
because it is still corrupt. 
When it is no longer corrupt, 
it will no longer be interest¬ 
ing. Corruption informs; it 
sneaks past the rules set 
around sex and pleasure, 
(where) diversity can mastur¬ 
bate itself.” 

Third Person Singular 

Wayne Smith’s work in 
“For Your Pleasure” func¬ 
tioned as a body, a collection, 
and an archive and reference 
system. His Boyfriender se¬ 
ries of over 100 plaques of 
computer-generated 3.5” x 5” 
photographs included the 
word “He” followed by a 
short descriptive phrase (“He 
called from work just to say 
‘hi’ “He needs a lot of fire¬ 
works”) and other mundane 
bits of conversations of gay 
men. These multiples created 
an infinitely proliferating 
“He’-is-everywhere personal 
pronoun scenario. 

Smith’s most recent and 
absolutely stunning work, 
however, was a painting/text 
piece. In a “found” Sunday¬ 
painting style picture (similar 
to Jim Shaw’s Thrift Store 
appropriations) decorative 
landscapes became weighted 
and silenced under glass 
framed an inch off the image 
surface, overcasting a faint 
but crisp, sand-blasted shad¬ 
ow phrase, “Guys are wait¬ 
ing,” across a kitschy moun¬ 
tain range. 

Ambient lighting 
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Two from Wayne Smith's Boyfriender series 


continually shifted perceptions 
of the art object in these 
pieces. Smith’s terse introspec¬ 
tions on passing time and the 
fake polarizations between na¬ 
ture and culture were counter¬ 
balanced in the show by the 
more outgoing works of Rex 
Ray. Even Ray’s photograms, 
technically associated with 
subtlety of tone and surrealist 
ambiguity, threw campy 
brusque sex paraphernalia in 
your face. 

Queer Twist 

Eli Pulsinelli’s body of 
work, Domesticity Beckons, 
in the “On a Queer Day” show 
explored an old topic with a 
similarly queer twist in strate¬ 
gy. Here human-sized images 
of female body parts with tiny 
photos of kitchen appliances 
on top ran parallel to images 
of sign-language hand gestures 
captioning each panel beneath. 
Some of these mappings re¬ 
vealed the violence of designat¬ 
ing gender or taming bodies to 
any given site. 

For example, Intestines in¬ 
cluded a large image of a soft 


belly with a tiny ice tray on 
top and a little finger poking 
up and signing for the letter 
“I” below. Oroffice showed a 
butthole, can opener and a fist¬ 
shaped letter “O.” Pulsinelli’s 
viewpoint, like Smith’s, pro¬ 
voked a partial, destabilized 
and conditional process of 
reading, which shook up the 
subtexts and contexts of things 
that at first seemed to be given 
and natural. 

Susan Mable Maney specif¬ 
ically mocked the normative, 
spoon-fed reading lessons from 
childhood in her pithy sendups 
of Dick and Jane, as an “other” 
kind of Nancy Drew, especial¬ 
ly in her previous Not-So-Nice 
Nurse story-boarded quilts. 
Deborah Bright spliced herself 
(presumably with computer 
technology) into movie stills as 
the missing seductress in film- 
noir love triangles, taking up 
where Maney left off in the 
outlawed libidinous continuum 
of lesbian translations. Texts 
were used to confront the 
domineering images associated 
with popular culture’s script¬ 
ing in these two artists’ work. 


Anthony Aziz pushed this 
strategy of rewriting texts over 
the edge and into the realm of 
envisioning S/M relationships 
of speech and erotic anticipa¬ 
tion in the act of rereading. It 
Makes Me Feel Good When 
You Say That presented nine 
elegant metal book plates done 
in hazy color-printing calibra¬ 
tions, with greeting-card Victo¬ 
rian poetry inscribed upon ’60s 
style male-porn raunch. The 
dainty pink ribbons binding 
the three-ring punch holes 
subverted and amplified the 
idea that feelings, like speech, 
are free to those who own the 
press. As perceptions grow in¬ 
creasingly queerer, more con¬ 
ditional and inclusive fields of 
vision and activity become 
clear. Limitless. ▼

Huang Yu-Shan's The Twin Bracelets, a love story about two young women in main¬ 
land China who become separated when their families arrange marriages for them, was 
voted best feature by the audience at the 16th San Francisco International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival, which concluded June 28. Other audience favorites included Sandra 
Nettlebeck's A Certain Grace and Mark Christopher's The Dead Boys' Club, which tied 
for best short; Richard SchmiecherisChanging Our Minds: The Story of Dr. Evelyn Hook¬ 
er, best documentary; and Ellen Spiro and Marina Mvaxez’ (In)Visible Women, best video. 

The festival reported a 100 percent increase in attendance over last year, with 38,870 
admissions versus 19,500 in 1991. Nine shows sold out the 1,550-seat Castro Theatre 
and 27 did the same at the Roxie Cinema. The festival's other venues were the Pacific 
Film Archive and Eye Gallery.

Time to Take Stock

O ften I find that in my 
hectic day-to-day ex¬ 
istence, I have lost 
sight of myself in 
the context of my community 
— the gay/lesbian/bisexual 
community. Pride month has 
presented an opportunity to 
take stock, to reflect, to re¬ 
joice in the shape that our 
lives have taken as a result of 
our gay identities. While 
some of us have been identi¬ 
fying as homosexual for 
years, for many it is a new 
thing, perhaps brand new. 
Every day men and women, 
boys and girls wrestle with 
their sexual identities, slowly 
accepting their choices, grad¬ 
ually announcing their choic¬ 
es to others, step by step. 

Coming out is a complex 
process representing much 
thought, courage, pain and 
joy. It is also never over, be¬ 
cause long after we have ac¬ 
cepted within ourselves the 
truth of our sexual desires, 
we must continue to assert 
ourselves to the outside 
world. None of us lives in 
stasis, which means that 
friends, jobs and locations 
change. Each time we con¬ 
nect with a new person and 
begin to reveal ourselves to 
them, we are faced with the 
prospect of coming out once 
again. Therefore, feeling 


good about who we are can 
make a world of difference. 

Six years ago I had the op¬ 
portunity of doing my coun¬ 
seling internship at a coun¬ 
seling center for “sexual mi¬ 
norities.” We were taught the 
complexities an individual 
must face as a homosexual in 
a heterosexual world, and we 
were reminded to take sexual 
identity into account before 
diagnosing a person as having 
a psychological illness. 

You see, most of the time 
their real problems were not 
that they were paranoid or 
depressed or insecure, but 
that they were trying to live 
in a world that was often a 
hostile environment to gays. 
They’d been attacked by 
strangers on the street, dis¬ 
owned by family members, 
kicked out of an apartment or 
work situation, or lost 
friends and lovers to AIDS. 
And in fact, I believe that we 
of the gay/bi/lesbian commu¬ 
nity, though we may have 
had to undergo more pain, 
have also had the opportunity 
to delve more deeply into our 
individual psyches and to be¬ 
come better acquainted with 
who we are. That’s what I 
see when I attend a gathering 
of our community — strong 
spirits who have experienced 
much pain but also much joy. 
Which brings me to a great 
coming-out story that I want¬ 



ed to share with you. 
Reverend Comes Out 

As one of my last social 
events at school before re¬ 
turning to San Francisco, I re¬ 
cently attended the annual 
Gay/Lesbian Harvard Alumni 
Graduation Dinner. This 
event has been taking place 
for 11 years now, thanks to a 
handful of very aggressive 
and dedicated gay and lesbian 
alumni known as The Cau¬ 
cus. The founding members 
are in their late 50s, early 60s, 
and they have seen great 
changes over the years. At¬ 
tendance this year was up to 
200 . 

The keynote speaker was 
Rev. Peter Gomes, who has 
been with Harvard for 22 
years. He is both the minis¬ 
ter of Memorial Hall at Har¬ 
vard and the Christopher 
Plummer professor for Chris¬ 
tian morals, which is about 
the highest honor at Harvard 
there is, short of being presi¬ 
dent. He is, therefore, often 
asked to speak at alumni din¬ 
ners. 

However, this year Rev. 
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Gomes also helped make gay 
history at Harvard, as well as 
drawing the attention of na¬ 
tional media. Those of you 
who read Newsweek or Time 
may recognize his name. He, 
at the ripe age of 60-some-

thing, came out at a gay rally 
in November in Harvard Yard. 
It was one of the best coming- 
out stories (and definitely the 
most articulate) I’ve ever 
heard. Space does not permit 
me to go into detail, but suf¬ 
fice it to say that the rally was 
in response to a conservative 
right-wing magazine called 
The Peninsula that had devot¬ 
ed a complete issue, 66 pages 
to be exact, to discussing why 
homosexuals are lowly crea¬ 
tures ad infinitum. The Rev. 
Gomes had tossed around the 
idea of coming out in written

form but had no plans to do so 
at the rally. It was just that 
he’d been swept away by the 
moment. 

Hearing him speak of his 
delight at the support that he 
had been given (including from 
the president of the university) 
and his awe at the “marvelous” 
networks available within the 
gay community reminded me 
of how good it feels to come 
out. I remember the weight 
that was lifted from my shoul¬ 
ders that day long ago when I 
finally came to the decision 
that I had agonized over for 
much too long and the life that 
unfolded for me immediately 
thereafter. I recall how good it 
has felt ever since every time 
I’ve attended a large gay gath¬ 
ering, whether it’s the parade, 
the film festival, the Gay 
Games or a rally. And I am re¬ 
minded of how healthy it is to 
know who you are and be will¬ 
ing to live with it. Here’s to 
our health. ▼ 

Writer’s note: For those 
struggling with coming-out is¬ 
sues, an excellent book is Lov¬ 
ing Someone Gay by Don 
Clark. Also, Operation Con¬ 
cern in San Francisco and Pa¬ 
cific Center for Human 
Growth in Berkeley are coun¬ 
seling centers specifically 
geared to the gay/bi/lesbian 
communities.

lows the author to reveal per¬ 
sonal details that may seem 
out of context in a story told 
in third person. Yet Plunket 
is unable to render Mimi hu¬ 
man. We are told a little 
about her past, about her 
likes and dislikes, her needs 
and anxieties, but these essen¬ 
tial personal elements are de¬ 
scribed so cursorily that Mimi 
seems soulless. 

Since Mimi is one-dimen¬ 
sional, it’s hard for the reader 
to feel sympathetic toward 
her. This is the novel’s fatal 
flaw: Mimi is pathetic. 

You know, there’s some¬ 
thing tragic about a person 
like Mimi, who has no sense 
of self-worth, is obsessed with 
appearances, who will do any¬ 
thing to be liked, and who, 
worst of all, doesn’t realize 
people are laughing at her be¬ 
cause she is so spineless. But 
instead of giving Mimi a de¬ 
gree of self-consciousness that 
may have made her seem less 


cartoonish, Plunket, like the 
gay men in this novel, laughs 
at her. He puts her in several 
humiliating situations, which, 
I suspect, were meant to be 
funny. But since Mimi is so 
pitiful, the jokes annoy. 

By the end of the novel, I 
was hoping Mimi would get a 
clue and pull herself up by 
her, I’m sure, very tasteful 
bootstraps. Yet the final scene 
pointedly reveals that Mimi 
has learned nothing from her 
experiences. As a reader, I 
felt cheated. 

A novel should provide in¬ 
sight. Mimi will do anything 
to be accepted by the gay 
men she thinks lead lives so 
much more glamorous than 
her own. Why is she dissatis¬ 
fied with her own life? Mimi 
doesn’t like sex. Why does 
she lust after hunkola Joel, 
who is obviously capable of 
loving only himself? AIDS 
kills a few of her acquain¬ 
tances. Why doesn’t she see 
this? Ultimately, Love Junkie 
is so shallow that one won¬ 
ders: Why was this book pub¬ 
lished? ▼

this occasion the group sound¬ 
ed underrehearsed, as they 
did last August in the Castro, 
singing similar fare. Several 
members of the audience 
were heard to remark that 
someone in the middle voic¬ 
ing was continually off pitch, 
and I thought it might be in 
second tenor or in some cases 
in the baritone range. 

Articulation lacked preci¬ 
sion as well, although the Glo¬ 
ria by Josquin des Pres was 
by far the cleanest. The inclu¬ 
sion of some lively works 
from the serious repertoire 
might also have served to 
keep the audience attentive, 
particularly on this warm 
June evening right after din¬ 
ner. Listeners were growing 


restive at 10 p.m. when the 
GGMC concluded their por¬ 
tion of the program. 

Randy Kikukawa, known 
to listeners as a fine vocal 
soloist, lead the GAPA chorus 
to new heights. Veteran direc¬ 
tor Wayne Love, whose fine 
guidance of Vocal Minority 
shaped the group’s precise 
sound and good intonation, 
also let the group swing, and 
that was entertaining. The 
Winds of Freedom, under di¬ 
rector Nancy Corporon, dis¬ 
tinguished themselves With 
panache, especially from the 
brass section, in their all-to- 
brief appearance that evening. 
The Lesbian/Gay Chorus of 
San Francisco was in fine 
form as usual, rounding out a 
splendid evening. Next year, 
perhaps, someone will snip 
the excess from the three- 
hour program. ▼

of the creator, She Who Was 
Lost is .an extraordinary 
piece of work. Add to that 
fascination the horrifying 
power of the subject and the 
result is riveting. 

★ ★ ★ 

Finally, alas, there is Oil 
and Gasoline, which might 
have been more appropriately 
named piss and wind. Gordon 
and Wentworth have tried to 
resuscitate the epistolary nov¬ 
el, a form that was already 
moribund at the end of the 
19th century, but instead have 
fallen victim to all of the 
problems inherent in the 
form. 

Ruby Rae and Carolyn are 
sisters-in-law and best friends 
who lie to each other, are cru- 


el to each other, and don’t 
very much like each other. 
What they do, however, is 
write to each other. Some¬ 
times they write in detail 
about an event that the ad¬ 
dressee has also experienced 
(one of the unsolved problems 
with the genre). More fre¬ 
quently, they lecture each oth¬ 
er about alcoholism, sexual 
abandon, secrets and the dan¬ 
ger of same, and the impor¬ 
tance of therapy and 12-step 
programs. 

The novel ends with what 
is supposed to be a stunning 
revelation, but which is stun¬ 
ning only in its cheesy topical¬ 
ity and its sheer unbelievabil- 
ity. According to the cover 
blurb, this is a “heavily auto¬ 
biographical novel.” Unfortu¬ 
nately, mere closeness to a 
topic does not guarantee qual¬ 
ity. Oil and Gasoline could 
have used at least a couple of 
matches. ▼

set the record straight, provid¬ 
ing information that Norman 
not only had no inkling of but 
which also covered a time pe¬ 
riod for which the biographer 
had offered only a few, very 
wrong closing platitudes. 

John had been secluded in 
the early 1990s while he put 
his house in order. An amica¬ 
ble divorce from his wife was 
followed by therapy which 
ended his drug abuse and eat¬ 
ing disorders. And he was 
now ready to admit his homo¬ 
sexuality. He may have mar¬ 
ried and even bedded wom¬ 
en, Mr. Norman, but he’s gay. 

Norman published this in¬ 
formation in the March 19 
Rolling Stone: “I couldn’t co¬ 


operate with you while you 
were writing the book,” John 
told Norman, “because I was 
totally fucked up. But I’m 
okay now. I’ve found some¬ 
one I really love ... (and) I’m 
quite comfortable about being 
gay.” 

Norman’s biography is not 
only incomplete—without de¬ 
tailed coverage of this period 
of John’s life — but with its 
smarmy excuses for a bisexu¬ 
ality which was never part of 
John’s true identity, it is also 
painfully wrongheaded. Nor¬ 
man could add this informa¬ 
tion to future editions of the 
book, following, hopefully, 
some courses in contempo¬ 
rary views of sexuality. But 
we doubt even the complete 
rewriting necessary could 
change the ponderously shal¬ 
low nature of Elton John, 
The Biography. ▼
